County Fair results. As I may have told you, Joanna and I are in the 

middle of a major house renovation and this past week was a busy one for 

us. Here they are those results:

Best of Show: Nichole Fogleman - Rhode Island Red 

You may want to report in your piece that participation in poultry 
projects among Clinton County 4-Hers has historically been minimal. Last 
summer the Livestock Committee Chair, Scott Owen, decided that the poultry 
'program' needed revision; to that point entrys were sporadic and there 
had never been an organized show. I think that Owen's interest in poultry 
had been stimulated by a dramatic increase in interest in 4-H rabbit 
projects. Joanna and I were 'selected' as co-chairs because our daughter 
Molly had been a contributing poultry participant for several years (I 
suppose this indicated that Joanna and I knew something about poultry - 
boy was Owen wrong). We began by finding out what local county fairs did 
as regards poultry and investigated the APA web site. We discovered that 
local fairs either 'did it all' or did essentially nothing (egg entrys and 
that was it). We decided to hit the middle ground and established five 
major entry classes (meat breeds, layer breeds, large fancy breeds, bantam 
breeds, and an inclusive class of ducks, geese, and turkeys). Within each 
class we divided entrys into pullets, cockerels, hens, and roosters. 

Entrys of ducks, geese, and turkeys were entered as breeding pairs. We 
had a total of 19 entry classes. All but a few of our classes had 
entrants; sixteen 4-Hers participated in our show. Thanks to you 
everything went better than I could have imagined. The feedback from the 
day indicated that everyone learned something from listening to the 'open' 
judging and that you approached the show in just the right way. The kids 
were happy, the parents were happy, and Joanna and I couldn't have been 
more pleased. I think we have already signed on to head up the show again 
next year. The best news is that word of the show made it around the fair 
grounds pretty quickly and lots of kids who didn't participate this year 

were talking about putting together projects for 2001. Thanks again for 
all of your efforts on behalf of the 2000 Clinton County Fair.

My name is Brian Pifer, I live in LeRaysville ( Bradford County). My son, Brett and I have a number of 
chickens. Brett's favorites are Dominique both in Standard and Bantam. I have Rhode Island Reds and Silver 
Penciled Wyandotte Bantams and a few others. I have several questions about nutrition and fertility and I would 
be happy if you could take time to answer them. 

I am an Agriculture Teacher at Northeast Bradford High School and I have had chickens for 3 1/2 years. We 
have been members of APA for 2 years. I have been reading your webpage lately and have enjoyed the 
information. 

We found some Dominique Bantams in North Carolina and purchased a trio from John Marshall this past 
March. I have only been successful in hatching one chick (and a silver penciled wyandotte did the work). The 
eggs are fertile, but the hatchability is not there. They are developing slowty and not completely. I had very good 
success with Rhode Island Reds, Black Link and Silver Penciled Wyandotte Bantams this spring having several 
very good hatches (close to 90% of fertile). This brings me to my Questions: 

Could nutrition be the problem in the hens ? What can I supplement with ? I not asking for any trade secrets, 
it was been frustrating only hatching one. I feed a 16% egg layer mash/pellets with a treat of scratch grains 
every day. I also fed poultry breeder from Jan to April. I also gave the hens a wheat germ and/ or cod liver oil 
caplet every so often as well. 

Would you also pass along information about joining your poultry club. We have been down to Bloomsburg 
seveto' times in the last 2 years to the shows. I would like to find the time to bring some birds to show in the 
future What are the testing ect. that I need to be doing and how do I go about getting that done ? 

Robert, I really appreciate you taking time to help me out. And I will be looking forward to your reply.

It sounds to me like you're doing all the right things with regard to 
feeding your birds. 

My guess is that the fertile Dominique eggs are not hatching because your 
birds are too closely related. They may well be siblings. 

I am a great believer in using setting hens to hatch eggs. Every year I use 
setting hens to hatch hundreds of chicks. The fact that you used a 
Silver-Penciled Wyandotte to incubate your Dominique eggs helps to identity 
what I believe to be the cause (inbreeding) of your hatchabiility problem. 
The Wyandotte, if given half a chance, would do everything right—and it's 
very probable that she did. 

You say that your chicks develop slowly and not completely. This also 
confirms my hunch that the parents are too closely related. 

The solution, it goes without saying, is new blood. One of the guys in the 
Bloomsburg club is a Dominique specialist: Wally Casazza. His address is: 87 
Jerseytown Road, Bloomsburg, PA 17815. Phone 570-458-6358. Wally is almost 
always at the Bloomsburg auction and show and he has good Dominiques. 

Membership in the Central Pennsylvania Avian Club is $10 a year. All members 
get the monthly newsletter (about 10 of them a year). You may have picked up 
a copy during your visits to Bloomsburg. Send me your mailing address and 
I'll send you a copy of the June/July issue. 

Hope to see you at Bloomsburg in October (at which time I'll explain the 
testing requirements to show birds).

Based on my involvement with the poultry shows at several county and state 
fairs this past summer, it appears to me that there are a lot of new people 
around who are interested in showing poultry. My guess is that this is 
because more and more people are moving into rural areas and getting their 
feet on the earth and establishing contact with the natural world. Raising and 
showing poultry, as we all know, is a very good way to do that. 

All this is good news for the exhibition poultry hobby, and all of us who are 
now exhibition poultry people have an obligation to do everything we can to 
help out, guide, and educate these new poultry enthusiasts. The hobby’s 
future depends on it. Do your part to guarantee that the exhibition poultry 
hobby will be an option for those who come after us. 

Special thanks to Shelby Harrington for taking over the dutj of APA 
Delaware state representative from Norman Hillenbrand, who phoned me in 
midsummer to say that he is planning to move back to Pennsylvania and 
suggested that 1 appoint a new APA Delaware representative. Shelby 
Harrington and his family are key figures in exhibition poultry in Delaware, 
as you know, and in recent years the Harringtons have built the Delmarva 
show into one of the major eastern poultry shows. 

And speaking of major shows, congratulations to John Pierce, the 
coordinator for the inaugural Yankee Classic on October 21-22. This show is 
sponsored and supported by a consortium of seven New York poultry and 
pigeon clubs: Buffalo and Western Now York Poultry Association, Central 
New York Pigeon Club, Eastern New York Poultry Fanicers’ Association, 


Northern New York Poultry Fanciers’ Association, Rip Van Winkle Poultry 
Association, Rochester Poultry Association, and the Twin Tier Poultry Club. 

The judges for the Yankee Classic are Rick Porr, Art Rochette, Dwight 
Scott, and Jerry Yeaw. The show is in memory of Alex Duffy (1900- 
1999)—see Paul Kroll’s article on Alex Duffy on pages 378-82 in the 2000 
APA Yearbook. 

The Yankee Classic is an important step forward for exhibition poultry in 
District 2. It’s a wonderful example of what can be accomplished when we 
all work together. It’s good for District 2—and it’s good for the APA. 

In that same regard, ask yourself this important question: Where would we 
be without the APA, the ABA, and the other national poultry organizations? 
Think for a moment about what it would be like to raise and to show 
exhibition poultry in American without national poultry associations. 

If they did not exist, first of all, there would probably not be published 
standards for all breeds and varieties of exhibition poultry. And without 
those published standards, the breeding and showing of exhibition poultry 
would be a wholly random, idiosyncratic, and chaotic endeavor because we 
would not all be aiming at the same standards. Because those agreed-upon 
and published standards exist, all of us can learn, by referring to them, 
exactly what all breeds and varieties of exhibition poultry should look like 
and breed towards those standards. 

Without the national poultry organizations, secondly, the breeding and 
showing of exhibition poultry would very likely be a purely local/regional 
undertaking. Because those national organizations exist, the breeding and 
showing of poultry in America is a highly organized undertaking that is 
carried cut in a coherent manner on the state, district, and national levels. 

The APA and the other national poultry organizations exist, one must not 
forget, only because a relatively small group of dedicated and highlv 
motivated individuals make those organizations a reality through their 
conscientious and painstaking work. And for whom do they do that work? 
They do it for us, the membership 

Twice a year, at the semi-annual and annual conventions of the APA, all of 
the national directors of the APA (or their prox ies), the president, the vice- 
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president, and the secretary of the organization come together to conduct the 
organization’s business. At those same conventions, the general membership 
meeting s of the mization also takr place. 

All of us who raise and show exhibition poultry should, whenever possible, 
not only attend those conventions but also show our birds at the annual and 
semi-annual meets of the APA for the very particular reason that the 
physical presence of members and their birds at those meets strengthens the 
APA. 

This is true in that the functional and organizational vitality of the APA as a 
national organization is reinforced by direct input from the largest 
percentage possible of the membership at these conventions and in the show 
room. The body count is important. There is strength in numbers. 

True, the officers and directors of the APA are elected by the membership to 
run the organization. True, individual members can communicate their 
concerns to the national officers through the district directors and through 
letters, phone calls, and e mail. But there is nothing like the physical 
presence of the membership at a national meeting. It can make a big 
difference in how the officers and directors do their jobs. 

All of us should make every effort to attend the annual and semi-annual 
meets and conventions of the APA, in addition, in order to meet and talk 
with the current officers and directors of the organization and to 
communicate with them directly. If they, in your opinion, are doing a good 
job, thank them for their work on behalf of the organization. If, on the other 
hand, they are not, in your opinion, doing a good job, ask them to explain 
their position. 

The national officers and directors must know that the membership is behind 
them, especially if they are expected to take an organizational stand, >" 
various political and poultry forums, on any number of poultry-rela ■ 1 
issues. 

A good case in point would be the APA’s relationship with and involvement 
in the National Poultry Improvement Plan (NPIP). As you probably know, 
the NPIP is a very powerful national organization whose decisions 
significantly affect the exhibition poultry hobby—which is why many of us 
believe that the APA should diligently pursue the option of becoming an ex- 





officio memer of the general conference committee of the NPIP at its 
biennial convention in 2002. 

And then there is the question of the APA’s public position with regard to 
zoning regulations, animal rights groups, and state health regulations. What 
should be the APA’s position on those issues? Contact the officers and 
directors of the APA and make known your thoughts on those matters. 

The point is this: the APA belongs to its members. The organization can be 
anything its members want it to be. 

The APA, as you know, is a fine and venerable organization and it has 
served its members well since 1873. But we must move forward as an 
organization, with eyes and ears and minds open. And we must continually 
ask ourselves: Are there new doors to be opened? 

Get involved. What do you want the APA to be?

From the Director 

August is always a very busy poultry month for me, primarily because of my 
involvement with exhibition poultry at four county fairs and the New York State 
Fair. Yesterday, for the first time in more than three weeks, I had supper at home 
and went to bed early. This morning I got up, feeling quite rested. I had almost 
forgotten what it feels like to do so. 

Right after Labor Day, the fall show season begins in District 2 with the Twin Tier 
Poultry Club show at Bath, New York (September 10), followed by Northern New 
York (September 17), Eastern New York (September 24), Garden State 
(September 30/October 1), Rochester (September 30/October 1), Bloomsburg 
(October 14-15), the Yankee Classic (October 21-22), Uniontown (October 20-21), 
York (October 28-29), and Frederick (November 4-5). I can hardly wait. 

And don’t forget the APA National in Woodstock, Ontario, Canada on October 21- 
22. That will be an especially busy weekend for me, as I will travel to Syracuse on 
Friday the 20 th and enter some birds in the Yankee Classic and then travel, with 
Mark Whitebread, to the APA National in Canada and stay there until early 
Sunday morning, at which time we will head back to Syracuse and spend the day at 
the Yankee Classic. 

The APA state representatives for District 2 for 2000-01 are Kay St Amour (MD), 
Shelby Harrington (DE), Arlene Sliker (NJ), Roger F. Davis (NY), and the Rev. 
Roland Romig (PA). If there are things on your mind that you would like to see 
brought to the attention of the entire Board of Directors and/or the national officers 
of the APA, contact your state representative or me and we will make sure that 
your concerns are aired before the appropriate APA national officials. If there is 
something that you would like to see on the agenda for the meeting of the APA’s 
Board of Directors on October 20, contact me as soon as possible. 


The APA belongs to the members as a whole and the APA can be anything its 
members want it to be. So, speak up. The higher the level of involvement and 
participation in the organization by the membership, the stronger the APA will be.

Predators! 

Most of us have had to deal with predator problems of one kind or another. We 
were very sorry to learn that in early July something (probably an opossum) had 
dug through the floor of Kay St. Amour’s (kasl@erols.com) chick pen and killed 
35 month-old youngsters, several of which were standard Partridge Cochins. Only 
one chick survived. A few nights before that, something (probably a fox) got five 
of Ben Maurer’s Blue Sumatras. 

And then in early August, we learned that Roger Davis (Verona, NY) has suffered 
some bad losses due to predators. "I have actually lost count of my losses," said 
Roger. "I was real encouraged with a spectacular hatch in January, with 100% 
fertility and 95% hatch, yielding 120 Langshan chicks. After putting them out on 
range, they started to disappear, even in the daylight hours. I suspected foxes, and 
caught one, probably one of many, in a trap last week. Also I caught a skunk that 
was digging under outdoor pens, killing birds.” Roger’s neighbors are letting the 
area surrounding Roger’s property go back to the wild—which probably explains 
the presence of the foxes. 

Such tragic losses! Just when you think things are going along OK, along comes a 
good swift kick in the belly from something. 

I, too, have had fox problems, but not for the past couple of >ears—thank 
goodness. The foxes—and coyotes—are still around, but I have learned, the hard 
way, that the foxes are the greatest threat to my birds during the first ten days in 
July because that is the time when the young foxes are just about ready to leave the 
dens and the adults will go to any lengths/take any risks to get food to sate the 
appetites of their voracious young. After the young foxes leave the dens, things 
quiet down somewhat, although you can never let your guard down. 

Congratulations to Ben Bensinger (Lebanon, PA) 
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Ben earned 185 points on Blue Old English Game bantams in 1999 as a member of 
the Old English Game Bantam Club of America. This makes Ben the top ranking 
exhibitor of Blue Old English Game bantams in America! There are 35 varieties of 
Old English Games recognized by the OEGBCA: Barred, Barred Quail, Rirchen, 
Black, BB Red, Black Tail Buff, Black Tail Red, Black Tail White, Blue, Blue 
Brassy Back, Blue Golden Duckwing, Blue Silver Duckwing, Blue Quail, Blue 
Red, Blue Wheaten, Brassy Back, Brown Red, Columbian, Crele, Cuckoo, Fawn 
Silver Duckwing, Ginger Red, Golden Duckwing, Lemon Blue, Mille Fleur, 
Mottled, Quail, Red Pyle, Self Blue, Silver Blue, Silver Duckwing, Spangled, 
Splash, Wheaten, and White. 

Good Luck Sean Kane (Hockessin, DE) 

Sean is taking a leave of absence from exhibition poultry (Grey and White Call 
ducks) in order to focus all of his time and energy on school and career plans. As 
an exhibitor of Calls, both as a junior exhibitor and in open shows, Sean has set 
many records with his outstanding birds. He was recognized in 1999 by the 
American Poultry Association as Master Exhibitor #422. At some point in the 
years ahead, we hope to see Sean, once again, in the poultry show rooms. We wish 
him the best of luck in all that he does.

It was an easy drive and we passed through some 
very beautiful farmland in upstate New York. In a world in which the family farm 
is rapidly disappearing (especially in northeastern Pennsylvania), it’s reassuring to 
see lots of such farms. And the size of many of the dairy farms we passed is 
astonishing. Cornfields several hundred acres in sizes are not uncommon in upstate 
New York. And there don’t appear to be any stones in the fields. Very beautifiil. 

We arrived at Hamburg with about five minutes to spare. I got my birds in their 
cages and cleaned them up and then set up the APA table. Lots of people stopped 
by—which was very pleasant. Many APA members have never seen the complete 
line of books and poultry-related items that the APA has for sale. 

The poultry show took place in the Grange Building on the fairgrounds at 
Hamburg. The building is very nice. The cages were all single-tiered and the aisles 
were very wide. Champions’ row was set up in the center of the building. Curtis 
Oakes and C. Darrel Sheraw judged all the birds. As soon as I get the list of show 
winners from Rick Hare and Joel Henning, the show secretaries. I’ll post it on this 
webpage. 

I do know that the Champion Standard was a beautiful Black Langshan hen shown 
by Sue Myers of Chittenango, NY. With her win on Black Langshans at this show. 
Sue Myers now has 100 master exhibitor points on Black Langshans and will be 
named by the APA a Grand Master Exhibitior of Black Langshans. 



Bloomsburg show 

A two-day event. Very large poultry auction on Saturday; poultry show on Sunday. 
The auction was run by the Rev. Roland Romig and his very skilled auction team. 
Karen Porr was the secretary for the poultry show and she did a great job. The 
prizes awarded to the big winners (cast iron doorstops in the shape of hens, 
engraved sterling silver spoons, rosettes, individualized certificates) were well 
received. The Central Pennsylvania Avian Club is very fortunate to be able to use 
the poultry building on the Bloomsburg fairgrounds for its show: wide aisles, good 
natural daylight. 

Cornell University "Poultry Judging School" 

A highly successful "poultry-judging seminar" was conducted by Rich Baker, Dick 
Langenbach, and me at Cornell University on Saturday, June 3. Dr. Tro V. Bui, the 
Extension Specialist in the Department of Animal Science at Cornell, organized 
the day-long event, which was attended by 20 4-H leaders, extension personnel, 
and other persons interested in learning how to set up and judge a poultry show. 
There is a lot of enthusiasm for exhibition poultry at the 4-H level in New York, 
and plans are now being made to hold a 4-H poultry show in conjunction with the 
annual poultry show at the New York State Fair. 

Uccle Belgian Bantams 

At the Buffalo and Western New York show, I ran into Dick and Thola Waldau 
(Constantia, NY) and they reported that in April they had a visit from Jean-Paul 
van der Stricht from Uccle, Belgium. As many people know, the Waldaus are 
among the leading breeders and exhibitors of Uccle Belgians in America. Mr. van 
der Stricht, who is 80 years old, was accompanied by his grandson and a cousin 
(who is 6 feet 10 inches tall) from Rochester. Mr. van der Stricht, like the Waldaus, 
raises Porcelain Belgians and was very impressed with the color of the Waldaus’ 
Porcelains. (Dick Waldau: "To maintain good Porcelain color, 1 mate the 
Porcelains back on Millies.") American Uccle Belgian bantams, Mr. van der 
Stricht reported, are bigger than the Belgian birds, but not as big as Uccle Belgian 
bantams in Germany. Mr. van der Stricht reported that the Waldaus have the 
largest flock of Uccle Belgians that he has ever seen. (Dick Waldau: "We raise a 
lot, but we cull hard. We raised 60 Uccle cockerels but saved only 8 of them ") 

In the course of my visit with Dick and Thola Waldau, I learned that Dick, who 
graduated from high school in 1951, has been a carpenter for 50 years. It’s not 
surprising, then, that Dick Waldau makes—and sells—such beautiful poultry 
carrying cases. 

Colored Dorkings 


The April 2000 issue of the newsletter of The Dorking Club of North America 
(937-885-4183. ieannine@lorenz.com 1 carries an interesting article titled "Color 
Breeding Colored Dorkings." Colored Dorkings are known to the British as Dark 
Dorkings. Colored is a version of the duckwing pattern and differs from the Silver- 
Gray and the Red patterns in Dorkings in that in the males there is a black stripe in 
the saddle and hackle feathers; in the females the head and neck are black with 
straw shafting.

PREDATORS 

In early August, we learned that 
Roger Davis (Verona, NY) has suffered 
some bad losses due to predators. "I 
have actually lost count of my losses," 
said Roger. "I was real encouraged with 
a spectacular hatch in January, with 
100% fertility and 95% hatch, yielding 
120 Langshan chicks. After putting them 
out on range, they started to disappear, 
even in the daylight hours. I suspected 
foxes, and caught one, probably one of 
many, in a trap last week. Also I caught a 
skunk that was digging under outdoor 
pens, killing birds." Roger’s neighbors 
are letting the area surrounding Roger’s 
property go back to the wild—which 
probably explains the presence of the 
foxes. 

Such tragic losses! Just when you 
think things are going along OK, along 
comes a good swift kick in the belly from 
something. 

I, too, have had fox problems, but 
not for the past couple of years—thank 
goodness. The foxes—and coyotes—are 
still around, but I have teamed, the hard 
way, that the foxes are the greatest threat 
to my birds during the first ten days in 
July because that is the time when the 
young foxes are just about ready to leave 
the dens and the adults will go to any 
lengths/take any risks to get food to sate 
the appetites of their voracious young. 
After the young foxes leave the dens. 


things quiet down somewhat, although 
you can never let your guard down. 

Uccle Belgian Bantams 

At the Buffalo and Western New 
York show this spring, I ran into Dick 
and Thola Waldau (Constantia, NY) 
and they reported that in April they had a 
visit from Jean-Paul van der Stricht from 
Bede, Belgium. As many people know, 
the Waldaus are among the leading 
breeders and exhibitors of Uccle Belgians 
in America. Mr. van der Stricht, who is 
80 years old, was accompanied by his 
grandson and a cousin (who is 6 feet 10 
inches tall) from Rochester. Mr. van der 
Stricht, like the Waldaus, raises Porcelain 
Belgians and was very impressed with 
the color of the Waldaus’ Porcelains. 
(Dick Waldau: "To maintain good 
Porcelain color, I mate the Porcelains 
back on Millies ") American Uccle 
Belgian bantams, Mr. van der Stricht 
reported, are bigger than the Belgian 
birds, but not as big as Uccle Belgian 
bantams in Germany. Mr. van der Stricht 
reported that the Waldaus have the 
largest flock of Uccle Belgians that he 
has ever seen. (Dick Waldau: "We raise a 
lot, but we cull hard We raised 60 Uccle 
cockerels but saved only 8 of them. 1 ') 

In the course of my visit with 
Dick and Thola Waldau, I learned that 
Dick, who graduated from high school in 
1951, has been a carpenter for 50 years 
It’s not surprising, then, that Dick 
Waldau makes—and sells—such 

beautiftil poultry carrying cases.

methods used in the' 
commercial poultry industry 
to increase their hatching 
success. Since this topic 
comes up frequently through 
email questions, I'd like to 
share some general 


Pick up your eggs three 
times a day if possible, and 
don't wash them. Washing 
them removes the protective 
coating ('bloom' or cuticle), on 
the surface of the egg, which 
is nature's way of protecting 
the egg from the entry of 
bacteria and prevents a too- 
rapid loss of moisture and 
C02 from the egg. The 
temperature of the egg when 
laid is approximately 105- 
degree. As the egg begins to 
cool, it creates a vacuum and 
simply 'sucks' in all bacteria 
the egg has contact with. If 
you wash your eggs 2 hours 
after lay, the damage is 
already done, and you 're 
doing more harm than good 
by removing the bloom. No 
sanitizer will reach bacteria 
that entered through the 
pores. Also, without the 
bloom, the egg is more 
susceptible to exposure to 
new bacteria. Heavily soiled 
eggs should be discarded 
and lightly soiled eggs should 
be gently wiped off with a 
paper towel. No sanding 
please -sanding also removes 


information with everyone. 

First, and foremost, please 
provide those laying females 
with a vitamin and probiotic 
supplement before, during,- 
and after breeding. The 
before and during vitanvn 
supplement will increase her 
eggs' hatchability - yes, really. 
And, please provide her with 
a clean nest at all times. 


the bloom and forces bacteria 
into the egg. 

(For those who wont sleep 
unless they sanitize their 
eggs, here's how. Spray them 
lightly with an egg sanitizer -I 
prefer Oxine -mixed in water 
warmer than the egg. You 
must spray them within 1-2 
hours after they're laid or 
you're wasting your time. Let 


them air dry. No rubbing 
please.) 

Place your (hopefully) 
fertile eggs in an egg flat in 
your basement, if you have 
one. Otherwise, shoot for 60- 
65°F for eggs stored less than 
7 days or 55°F for storage 
more than 7. Do not 
refrigerate. Keeping the eggs 
at these temperatures will 











arrest the development of the 
embryo -which is what you 
want. When eggs are warm 
enough to begin development 
before incubation, the 
embryos often die once 
placed in the incubator. If 
you're storing eggs for more 
than 10 days, store them 
UPSIDE DOWN in the trays. 
(This is the only time you'd 
store eggs upside down.) The 
goal here is to prevent too 
much C02 loss from the air 
cell at the top of the egg, and 
moisture loss during storage. 
I'll talk about moisture loss 
later, but C02 loss will 
change the pH and turn the 
environment toxic. This is one 
reason for losses where no 
bacteria or fungi have been 
identified upon studying the 
dead embryo. Turning (or 
rocking), eggs that are stored 
upside down is unnecessary. 
Eggs stored 'ess than 10 days 
can be placed right side up 
and need rocking. 

To rock, stick something 
small under one end of the 
tray in the morning, and 
reverse its location at night. 
The rocking motion will 
change the eggs' center of 
gravity, and keep the embryo 
from' sticking' to the air cell. 
(The embryo is located right 
at the surface of tne air cell.) 
You may lightly mist the eggs 
once a day with water warmer 
than the egg or you can 
provide a small humidifier 
close by. Both water sources 
should contain 7 drops of 
Oxine per I gallon of water to 
eliminate new bacteria 
introduction. 


Place your eggs in the 
incubator right side up or on 
their side please. If you 're 
using a large incubator that 
allows for humidity changes 
to speed up moisture loss if 
needed, then seal off the 
airflow for the first 10 days. 
This will retard moisture and 
C02 loss, but mo-e 
importantly, help prevent 
death from fungal or bacterial 
infection -which typically 
occurs within the first 5-10 
days of incubation. Do not 
seal off airflow on small 
incubators. You'll have a hard 
time speeding up moisture 
loss later if you need to. 

Since everyone's 

incubation method and 
equipment is different, I'll only 
say that you must make sure 
that your temperature, 
turning, and moisture source 
are carefully monitored for the 
most stable of conditions. The 
obvious is that you disinfect 
your incubators and brooders 
prior to each use, and again, I 
recommend using Oxine. 
Oxine is 200 times more 
effective than chlorine bleach 
and less irritating to work with 
than Tek-Trol. 

During incubation, you 


want no more or less than a 
12-14% moisture loss from 
the egg. Hatchability and bird 
quality are effected by 
percentages above or below 
this. You can determine 
moisture loss simply by 
weighing the eggs. You 
should weigh them when 
they're set, and then again 
when you put them into the 
incubator to see how much 
you've already lost. For those 
who hatch en mass, you can 
manage this by weighing an 
entire egg flat. Those with 
small flocks coulo manage 
this by weighing each egg. (If 
you weigh each egg while 
incubating, make It quick 
while you 're hand turning so 
you don't chill the egg.) 

If you think I've 
concentrated little on the 
actual incubation, you're right. 
I believe in and practice good 
prevention. And that begins 
BEFORE breeding.

that professional poultry 
judging is nothing more than 
one person's considered 
opinion, based on specific and 
objective criteria, of the birds 
in a given class at the time 
they were judged. 

There were no less than 
two positive and significant 
consequences of this double- 
sanctioned format. There was, 
first of all, a high degree of 
interest in the judging by the 
exhibitors and show 
management all day long. As 
soon as the American class, 
for example, had been judged 
by the second judge, the 
exhibitors began to compare 
the placings of the two judges 
for that class. This comparison 
of the placings of the two 
different judges took place for 
all classes all day long. 

Secondly, those exhibitors 
with the winning birds earned 
extra starred wins or master 
exhibitor points by having their 
birds judged twice, by two 
different judges, on the same 
day, in the same show hall, at 
two sanctioned shows. 

I'm sure that the other three 
judges of the show will agree

In some instances, the two 
different judges chose the 
same bird as class champion. 
In other Instances, what one 
judge named class champion 
was named class reserve 
champion by the second 
judge, and vice versa.

In some instances, the two different judges chose the same bird as class champion. 
In other instances, what one judge named class champion was named class reserve 
champion by ti e second judge, and vice versa. 

In other instances, the two judges chose entirely different birds—which is fine and 
which serves to illustrate the point that professional poultry judging is no_hing 
more than one person’s considered opinion, based on specific and objective 
criteria, of the birds in a given class at the time they were judged. 

There were no less than two positive and significant consequences of this double- 



sanctioned format. There w rst of all, a high degree of interest in the judging 
by the exhibitors and show , agement all day lc ig. As soon as the American 
class, for example, had been judged by the second judge, the exhibitors began to 
compare the placings of the two judges for that class. This comparison of the 
placings of the two different judges took place for all classes all day long. 

Secondly, those exhibitors with the winning birds earned extra starred wins or 
master exhibitor points by having their birds judged twice, by two ditferent judges, 
on the same day, in the same show hall, at two sanctioned shows. 

When all was said and done, exhibitors, show managers, and judges all agreed that 
the NIPA/RBR double-sanctioned show was an interesting and enjoyable 
experience and one worth repeating. 

Additional Comments from the District Director 

This coming weekend, I will head up to Cobleskill, NY to judge (along with Rick 
Hare and Jerry Yeaw) the Eastern New York Poultry Association’s show. This is 
always a very nice show and I look forward to the experience of judging there. At 
the same time, I have very fond memories of some big wins that I had there over 
the years as an exhibitor. The trip up to the show takes one through some of the 
most beautiful scenery in the northeast. 

The Northern New York Poulhy Fanciers fall show took place this past weekend in 
the arena at Waddington. I hope to be able to get details on this show during my 
trip to Cobleskill this weekend. As soon as I have details on this show, I will post 
them on this webpage.

West Nile Encephalitis and Poultry 


In 1999. West Nile encephalitis became a major public health concern in the United States. The 
disease, which previously had not been recorded in this country, broke out in the New York City 
metropolitan area, where the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention confirmed 62 cases of 
encephalitis, including seven deaths. The West Nile virus, which causes the disease, was isolated not 
only from people but also from a large number of dead crows, 20 species of native and exotic birds, 
and several breeds of horses. 

Although chickens and turkeys can become infected when experimentally inoculated with the virus or 
bitten by infected mosquitoes, these birds do not develop the clinical disease. Their immune system 
quickly responds to infection by producing antibodies that clear the virus from their body. Also, 
because the virus can be transmitted only through the bite of an infected mosquito, infected poultry 
present no risk to human health. Poultry can neither directly infect other birds, animals, or humans, 
nor act as a reservoir for the virus. 

Pennsylvania has initiated an intensive West Nile virus surveillance program designed to detect any 
introduction of the virus into the state. As part of this surveillance effort, sentinel poultry will be placed 
at 80 sites, primarily in eastern Pennsylvania. 


What is West Nile encephalitis? 


West Nile encephalitis is a brain infection caused by the West Nile virus. The majority of people and 
animals that become infected with the virus either have no symptoms or experience mild illness. 
However, a small proportion of infected people and animals (primarily horses) develop full-blown 
encephalitis, which can be fatal. 


When was West Nile encephalitis first seen in the U.S.? 


In late summer of 1999, exotic birds in a New York City zoo began to die unexpectedly at the same time 
that wild crows were dying in large numbers. In addition, an increase in the incidence of encephalitis 
in horses wxs seen, and several elderly people died from the same condition. Dr. Tracy McNamara, the 
Bronx Zoo’s veterinarian, and Dr. Millicort Edison, a New York State public health veterinarian, 

suspected that the cases were related and caused by

How is West Nile virus spread? 


There is no evidence of animal-to-animal, 
animal-to-person, or person-to-person 
transmission of West Nile virus. The only known 
way in which people or animals can become infected 
is through the bite of an infected mosquito, and only 
a very small number of certain species of mosquitoes 
carry the vims. Mosquitoes become infected after 
taking a blood meal from a wild bird carrying the

virus in its bloodstream. Although birds harbor the virus, most species do not become clinically ill. 
American crows, however, constitute the greatest percentage of the dead birds that have tested positive 
for the West Nile virus. 

Can poultry become infected? 

Many birds and mammals, if bitten by infected mosquitoes, can become transiently infected. There is 
no experimental or field evidence that clinical disease will develop in chickens or turkeys. Any 
infection they sustain is mild and brief. For example, during a West Nile virus epidemic in Romania in 
l >‘)6, 41 percent of the chickens developed antibodies to the virus—meaning they had been bitten by 
.m infected mosquito—but none died as a result. Because chickens develop antibodies to the virus, 
they are being used as sentinels to monitor for the presence of infected mosquitoes in high-risk areas 
(e.g., exstem Pennsylvania). There is some evidence that waterfowl may be more susceptible to the 
virus than chickens or turkeys, but the susceptibility of gamebirds is unknown at this time. 

What actions have been taken in Pennsylvania? 

The Pennsylvania Department of Health, in cooperation with the Department of Agriculture, Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Protection, and several other state agencies, hxs established a surveillance 
program for West Nile virus. This program involves placing and testing sentinel poultry for antibodies 
to West Nile virus; trapping and testing mosquitoes; testing fresh, dead crows for the vims; examining 
brain tissue from horses that died from encephalitis; monitoring equine sera for antibodies; and 
evaluating encephalitis cxses in people. 

Sentinel poultry are to be placed at 80 sites, primarily in the eastern part of the state. These chickens, 
which are kept three to a cage at each site, will be bled and tested weekly for antibodies to the virus. 

Note that these chickens are of no risk to animals or people, including handlers and 
consumers; this is, in fact, why chickens are being used. 

Producers, service people, and veterinarians are being asked to submit to a diagnostic laboratory any 
mammalian or avian species that may show encephalitic signs (including trembling, paralysis, 
convulsions, and abnormal positioning of the head). 

What other sources of information are available?

club in Mason City, Iowa. Roger and Linda Meyer and Bart and Jody Pals were 
the show managers. 

The 42 open-show and 15 junior exhibitors in the show had the option of 
entering their birds in one or both of the shows. Many, but not all, 
exhibitors entered their birds in both shows. 


Two different sets of judges evaluated the birds. After one of the sets of 
judges had completed their evaluations of the birds in the NIPA show, for 
example, the NIPA coop tags were covered with coop tags for the RBR show, 
and the second set of judges evaluated the birds. 

As the judging proceeded and exhibitors began to compare the placings of the 
two sets of judges, it became clear that in a large number, but not all, 
cases the same tw* - ' birds were chosen as the two best birds in a given class 
by the two different judges. 

In some instances, the two different judges chose the same bird as class 
champion. In other instances, what one judge named class champion was named 
class reserve champion by the second judge, and vice versa. 

In other instances, the two judges chose entirely different birds—which is 
fine and which serves to illustrate the point that professional poultry 
judging is an art. It is, in other words, nothing more than one person's 
considered opinion, based on 

specific -nd objective criteria, of the birds in a given class at the time 
they were judged. 

There were no less than two positive and significant consequences of this 
double-sanctioned format. There was, first of all, a high degree of interest 
in the judging by the exhibitors and show management all day long. As soon 
as the American class, for example, had been judged by the second judge, the 
exhibitors began to compare the placings of the two judges for that class. 
This comparison of the placings of the two different judges took place for 
all classes all day long. 

Secondly, those e>hibitors with the winning birds earned extra starred wins 
or master exhibitor points by having their birds judged twice, by two 
different judges, on the same day, in the same show hall, at two sanctioned 
shows. 

I'm sure that the other three judges of the show will agree with me when I 
say that special thanks are due to Art Reiber (Iowa), Roger Meyer (Iowa), 
Reynold Loecker (South Dakota), and Lee Herding (Minnesota) not only for 
serving as the 

clerks for the two sets of judges but also for making it clear to everyone 
all day long exactly what was being judged, when, and by whom. Lee and Art 
are both in the apprentice judge program and will surely join the ranks of 
licensed poultry judges one day soon. 

When all was said and done, exhibitors, show managers, and judges all agreed 
that the NIPA/RBR double-sanctioned show was not only an unqualified success 
but also an interesting and enjoyable experience and one worth repeating.

Canada, of course, should know about the highly successful NIPA/RBR show on 
September 16-17—see the copy of the e-mail message that I sent to Paul 
Monteith today that I forwarded to you. 

Yes, I am very glad (for at least 15 reasons) that I accepted the challenge 
to be one of the judges at the NIPA/RBR show. As you probably recall, you 
had hardly finished asking me if I wanted to judge at your show when I said 
"yes." 

I was sorry to learn about Dennis Thompson's woes. Hopefully, he can rebound 
from his present position (from the perspective of the Canadians) behind the 
eight ball. 

At the Eastern New York Poultry Association show at Cobleskill, NY this past 
weekend, I judged all the standards, among other classes. After I had 
finished my preliminary e valuations in the American class, it was very clear 
to me that the two best birds in the class were the best New Hampshire (a 
hen) and the best Single Comb Rhode Island Red (a pullet) that I have ever 
seen! 

The exhibitors were all hanging on the cages in the adjoining aisle and 
watching the whole process. I gave them their money's worth. I paced back 
and forth and looked again at both birds from the aisle. Then I put the two 
finalists in adjoining cages on the other side of the aisle and then looked, 
yet again, at both birds. It was a wonderful moment—sorta like the final 
moments at a horse race. Finally, I chose the New Hampshire (who looked 
like she posed for the Standard). 

I think that everyone agreed that they were both extraordinary birds and 
that the decision could easily go either way. In two or three weeks, the Red 
pullet will probably start to lay. When she does, she will, in my opinion, 
be able to beat just about anything. 

Not long after I had finished the American class, I found myself judging the 
Brahma bantams. There were about 50 in the class—just about evenly split 
between the Buffs and the Lights. Again, the two best birds, in my opinion, 
were an extraordinary Buff pullet and an extraordinary Light pullet. Again, 
exhibitors hanging on the cages in the next aisle. Again, more pacing. Then I 
put both finalists in adjoining cages. At that point, the decision was 

clear. The Buff was the better bird. 


But, as good as she was, the Buff Brahma was not better than a Black Cochin 
cockerel (that was the class champion). 

I do like being a poultry judge!

Remarkable Fact 

In the Madison Square Garden Show in 1909-1910, there were 478 standard 
Orpingtons. (See the article by J. H. Drevenstedt given below.) 

The following history of the Orpington breed is from Standard Bred Orpingtons, 
which was published in 1910 by Reliable Poultry Journal Publishing Co. and the 
American Publishing Company. 

Orpington 

By J. H. Drevenstedt 

Origin 

Twenty years ago, Orpingtons were exhibited in America for the first time, the 
Single Comb Black Orpington being the original variety shown. It was the first of a 
distinctly new breed of fowl, originated in 1886 by William Cook of Orpington, 
County of Kent, England, whence Orpingtons take their name. 

Being "English, you know," it took the American poultry breeders some years to 






become interested and enthusiastic over Orpingtons. Objections to fowls with 
black legs and white skin were lodged against Black Orpingtons and later the white 
or pink legs and white skin of Buff and White Orpingtons was considered a serious 
market handicap, as Americans demanded yellow-skinned and yellow-legged 
poultry. So the doom of the Orpintons was predicted before breeders on this side of 
the Atlantic became acquainted with the good qualities of this new English race of 
fowl, or realized that a master hand at promoting and advertising new breeds was 
at work in England, Australia, and America, boosting the breed he originated, by 
lavish use of printers’ ink, which included much free advertising for himself—for 
the originator was a clever writer on poultry topics, as well as a very shrewd 
breeder and dealer. 

The superior qualities of his Orpingtons were "laid on with a thick brush," the 
defects kept in the background. The result of all these persistent and insistent 
claims of superiority over all other breeds is that Orpingtons are today the most 
popular fowl in England and have made such rapid strides toward popularity in this 
country, notably in White Orpingtons, that they have become dangerous rivals of 
the American Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes, Rhode Island Reds, and Leghorns. 

The originator, William Cook, died in 1904, at a time when Orpingtons were 
beginning to boom rapidly, thanks to the late and lamented Mr. Cook and the 
hustling and able efforts of Wallace P. Willett of East Orange, N.J., editor and 
publisher of "The Orpington." This was before the day of Owen Farms, Ernest 
Kellerstrass and other "big guns" of the Orpington fancy of today, Charles Vass, 

Dr. Paul Kyle, Wallace P. Willett, Frank W. Gaylor and William Davis being the 
pioneers in the early Buff Orpington days; but when Mr. Cook appeared at the 
Madison Square Garden, New York, in 1903 with a great string of English 
Orpingtons and received fulsome press notices in the daily papers of his exhibits; 
arranged in a clever manner at one end of the big show arena, the real Orpington 
boom in the United States and Canada was launched. 

As an advance agent, William Cook was in a class by himself; as a salesman he 
was a star, the prices realized by him for Orpingtons at that memorable show being 
exceedingly high. The purchasers were men of wealth, as a rule, who realized that 
aside from the fancy end, it would be a good business investment as well. A study 
of the comparative growth in popularity of Orpingtons in D. E. Hale’s article on 
another page of this book, will justify the judgment of these shrewd fanciers who 
bought at that time. 

Orpingtons First Exhibited in America in 1890 




Single Comb Black Orpingtons were first exhibited at the show of the 
Massachusetts Poultry Association, held in Boston, in 1890. Single Comb Buff 
Orpingtons were first exhibited at the Madison Square Garden Show, New York, 
in 1899, twelve single entries and one pen being the total. 

In 1901, the entries increased to nineteen single and one pen of Buff Orpingtons, 
Charles Vass, Wallace P. Willett, and Doctor Paul Kyle being the exhibitors. At 
New York in 1909-10, 157 Single Comb Buff, 122 Single Comb Black, 134 Single 
Comb White, 17 Diamond Jubilee, 5 Spangled, 25 Rose Comb Buff, 13 Rose 
Comb Black, and 5 Rose Comb White Orpingtons were exhibited, making a total 
of 478 Orpingtons—a remarkable showing for a breed of English origin in a 
country where there was supposed to be little demand for poultry with white skin 
and white or black shanks. 

Early Orpington History 

Wallace p. Willett of East Orange, New Jersey, sends us the following interesting 
data relating to the early history of the Orpingtons. 

“I have been keeping fancy fowls as a hobby not as a business, except in certain 
instances, for the past fifty years, and have handled in that time almost every 
nameable breed from the Shanghai, my first purchase in the eighteen fifties, up to 
the present time. I was always on the lookout for something new and promising in 
the poultry world—at home and abroad. When the Anconas started to boom in 
England, 1 brought them here and trap-nested them for four years or more, but gave 
them up as not filling the bill for an all round purpose fowl. 

“The October, 1897, number of Farm Poultry printed a picture of Wm. Cook and 
of his Black and Buff Orpingtons and the editorial correspondence of A. F. Hunter, 
who was then visiting poultry plants in England, gave an interesting account of 
meeting Mr. Cook who personally showed him about his poultry farm near 
Orpington village. Mr. Hunter said that Mr. Cook’s business included the shipment 
of 10,404 sittings of eggs in nine months. This and more written by Editor Hunter 
gave me the Orpington fever at once and I immediately entered into 
correspondence which resulted in ore importation early in 1898 of Black, Buff and 
White Orpington eggs, direct from Mr. Cook’s farm, from which my first 
Orpington chicks of these varieties were hatched. I made a second importation by 
steamer in September of the same year. Up to that year, 1898. no Buff or White 
Orpingtons had been brought into the United States, but perhaps a dozen Blacks 
had come in. 

“Daniel Love exhibited a Black cock and two hens at W rcester, Mass., in January, 


1891, and Wm. McNeil, London, Canada, entered one Black cockerel at the 
Boston show, in 1897. Four Blacks were exhibited at New York in 1896 by C. S. 
Williams, New Jersey, and five Blacks were shown at New York, in 1898, by Geo. 
M. Shaw. 

“A careful examination of poultry records shows no other entries at poultry 
exhibition in the United States. The few Black Orpingtons exhibited had not 
caused the breed to make much progress here. 

“In 1898 C. E. Vass, Washington, N. J., brought over a pen of Buff Orpingtons 
from ‘a successful breeder in England,’ not from Wm. Cook direct, and exhibited 
them at Mount Gretna, Pa. This was the first exhibit of Buff Orpingtons in 
America. 

“In September, 1898, R. S. Templin, Colla, Ohio, advertised ‘A few Buff 
Orpington pullets wanted in exchange for one or two cockerels.’ 

”In 1899 Mr. Vass made two entries at Boston and he and his neighbors made 
seventeen entries at New York. At Philadelphia in 1899, there were two exhibited 
and this is the record of Buffs up to January, 1900. 

“The exhibits of 1899 served to call attention to their merits and there was quite a 
little demand for Orpington eggs. At the New York show, in 1900, there were 43 
entries. The writer made his first exhibit at this show, entering two Blacks and two 
Buffs, winning two firsts on Blacks but nothing on Buffs.. The ‘Cook Type’ of 
Buffs had not been judged before and differed somewhat from the ‘Vass Type’ 
which had already been judged. It was the only type known previous to the 
showing of the ‘Cook Orpingtons’ but the latter came to the front immediately 
after.”

The United Orpington Club

It is time for an article for the September Poultry Press. By the time you get this, 
Fair season will be almost over in this part of the country. This year, for the first 
time in my memory, the Salt Lake County Fair will not have a poultry, pigeon, or 
rabbit show. They moved the fairgrounds farther away from the city and say they 
don’t have a place to put the small animals. Maybe after the horse folks get 
everything they want, there will be a coiner for the small animals. That is a few 
years down the road, and may never happen. 

Among other good articles in the August issue of Poultry Press there were two that 
we should all study. One was Andy Taylor’s article on keeping accurate records. It 
would be difficult to over emphasize the importance of keeping records. The other 
was Ken Cooke’s article, on page 22, on borrowing birds. This is the fastest way to 
ruin our great hobby, and could make a lot of honest folks drop out. 

According to the book Orpingtons, published in 1910, William Cook originated the 
Black Orpington by crossing what he called useless birds: Minorca cocks with red 
in their ear lobes, with Black Rock hens, sports from the Barred Rocks. He then 
used clean legged Langstian cocks on the resulting hens. He goes on to say that "it 
is generally admitted by the breeders of these three varieties (Langshans, Minorcas, 
and Plymouth Rocks) that these birds I selected—the so-called useless ones—are 
the best layers of their kind." 

The Black Orpingtons were first produced and exhibited in America in 1890 at the 
American Poultry Association show in Boston. The summer newsletter, ALL-Orp, 
has finally been sent. If you didn’t get yours, please let me know. 

We are still getting new members, but we need all you Orpington folks.

As far as looking after the pigeons, turkeys, waterfowl.... I'm not 
sure.

To add to these wonderful events, the Dr. told me that I have to get off 
my medication soon, because it can cause blood problems especially

appointment is August 11 with a neurologist to plan out "seizure 
management". Won't that be nice ? 


I only have my light Brahmas (about 12) . Everything else is gone 
except David's pi aeons. I actually had enough energy this week to set 
an incubator with Brahma eggs. I haven't even tried to hatch anything 
up to this point. I' ? 1 let you know at Fair time if the hatch was 
successful. I hope to be at the Fair Sunday and Monday for sure, so if 
you need any help then let me know. Thanks for writing 
back.Ron

mouth and entered the field of pigeon 
research. 

Army was interested in improv¬ 
ing the strain of carrier pigeon and 
in answering a question which has 
been the object of scientific investiga¬ 
tion for many years: How does a hom¬ 
ing pigeon find its way back to its 
home loft from distant and unfamiliar 
points? Or, more simply, how does he 
“home”? 

In an effort to find the answer the 
Signal Corps sponsored research at 
Penn State University, conducted by 
Dr. Henry L. Yeagley. From Dr. Yeag- 
ley’s tests evolved a theory that two 
things guide the bird home. One is 
the effect of flight through the earth’s 
electromagnetic field and the other is 
the effect of the earth’s rotation on 
any flying object, known as sideslip. 

Dr. Yeagley’s tests indicated that 
the pigeons could sense and follow the 
electromagnetic lines and judge the 
sideslip effect in flight. By combining 
the two perceptions the bird is then 
able to pinpoint his loft, according to 
the theory. 

In conducting the experiments, Dr. 
Yeagley started 20 hand-picked pi¬ 
geons from a point 50 miles south of 
their home loft at the university. They 
had previously been tested only from 
points west of the loft. To the wings 
of 10 of the birds he attached small 
but strong magnets; to the others he 
attached nonmagnetic copper plates 
the same size and weight as the mag¬ 
nets. 

Dr. Yeagley then released the pi¬ 
geons one at a time—first a test, or 
magnet-carrying, pigeon, and then a 
control, or copper-laden bird. All the 
pigeons carrying the copper weights 
returned to the loft in good time. 
None of the magnet-carrying birds re¬ 
turned. 

The explanation given for this phe¬ 
nomenon was that the magnets, mov¬ 
ing up and down with the action of 
the wings, set up an independent elec¬ 
tromagnetic field around the bird, 
confusing him and preventing the bird 
from following the earth's field. 


The Army’s leadership in the de¬ 
velopment of a superior carrier pi¬ 
geon is another reason why civilian 
fanciers don’t like to see them drop 
out of the business. As Mr. Meyer 
points out, the modern homing pigeon 
is more the product of science than 
of nature. 

Until the early 1800s, when inten¬ 
sive pigeon research was begun in 
Belgium, the bird's range was about 
100 miles. The modern distance rec¬ 
ord is held by a military bird, with a 
flight of 2,300 miles from Maine to 
Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., in 1939. 

Mr. Meyer said that the present 
collection of birds at the Ft. Mon¬ 
mouth lofts is undoubtedly the finest 
in the world. The birds raced in 11 
meets last spring, winning nine. 

“When a civilian bird beats one of 
ours, that bird is then considered a 
star,” he said. 

For this reason the proposed sale 
of these superior birds is attracting 
widespread attention. J. Peter Hoff¬ 
man, head of the installation’s public 
information office, reveals that more 
than 1,500 requests for information 
have been received from nearly every 
state—and Canada and Mexico. Some 
letters ask that the birds be sent 
COD and accompany checks ranging 
from $5 to $100. 

The date of the sale has not been 
set, and many feel that this is an indi¬ 
cation that the Army is still giving 
the move serious thought. The pro¬ 
posed sale would be held at the pi¬ 
geon loft on a strictly cash-and-carry 
basis. The birds would be paired and 
sold for a fixed price, with a minimum 
of five and maximum of 10 pairs to a 
customer. The pedigree and strains 
of the pigeons would not be given. 

Mr. Meyer said the birds will be sold 
at a nominal price, far below what 
some civilian fanciers ask for pigeons. 

On the civilian market pigeons sell 
for from $5 to $1,000 each. 

The 16 hero birds, including “G.I. 

Joe" and Caesar,” will not be sold 
but will be given new homes with zoos 
or other public institutions.

West Nile Encephalitis and Poultry 


In 1999, West Nile encephalitis became a major public health concern in the United States. The 
disease, which previously had not been recorded in this country, broke out in the New York City 
metropolitan area, where the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention confirmed 62 cases of 
encephalitis, including seven deaths. The West Nile virus, which causes the disease, was isolated not 
only from people but also from a large number of dead crows, 20 species of native and exotic birds, 
and several breeds of horses. 

Although chickens and turkeys can become infected when experimentally inoculated with the virus or 
bitten by infected mosquitoes, these birds do not develop the clinical disease. Their immune system 
quickly responds to infection by producing antibodies that clear the virus from their body. Also, 
because the virus can be transmitted only through the bite of an infected mosquito, infected poultry 
present no risk to human health. Poultry can neither directly infect other birds, animals, or humans, 
nor act as a reservoir for the virus. 

Pennsylvania has initiated an intensive West Nile virus surveillance program designed to detect any 
introduction of the virus into the state. As part of this surveillance effort, sentinel poultry will be placed 
at 80 sites, primarily in eastern Pennsylvania. 


What Is West Nile encephalitis? 


West Nile encephalitis is a brain infection caused by the West Nile virus. The majority of people and 
animals that become infected with the virus either have no symptoms or experience mild illness. 
Ilow'ever, a small proportion of infected people and animals (primarily horses) develop full-blown 
encephalitis, which can be fatal. 


When was West Nile encephalitis first seen In the U.S.? 


In late summer of 1999, exotic birds in a New York City zoo began to die unexpectedly at the same time 
that wild crows were dying in large numbers. In addition, an increase in the incidence of encephalitis 
in horses was seen, and several elderly people died from the same condition. Dr. Tracy McNamara, the 
Bronx Zoo's veterinarian, and Dr. Millicort Edison, a New York State public health veterinarian, 

suspected that the cases were related and caused by 
an infectious agent not previously reported. They 
enlisted the aid of the National Veterinary Services 
Laboratory and the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, who subsequently isolated and identified 
the agent as West Nile virus. The virus had until that 
time been found only in Africa, Eastern Europe, West 
Asia, and the Middle East. The virus may have been 
introduced into the U.S. by an infected bird or 
mosquito.

How Is West Nile virus spread? 


There is no evidence of animal-to-animal, 
animal-to-person, or person-to-person 
transmission of West Nile virus. The only know n 
way in which people or animals can become infected 
is through the bite of an infected mosquito, and only 
a very small number of certain species of mosquitoes 
carry the virus. Mosquitoes become infected sifter 
taking a blood meal from a w*ld bird earning the 
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virus in its bloodstream. Although birds harbor the virus, most species do not become clinically ill. 
American crows, however, constitute the greatest percentage of the dead birds that have tested positive 
for the West Nile virus. 

Can poultry become infected? 

Many birds and mammals, if bitten by infected mosquitoes, can become transiently infected. There is 
no experimental or field evidence that clinical disease will develop in chickens or turkeys. Any 
infection they sustain is mild and brief. For example, during a West Nile virus epidemic in Romania in 
1996, 41 percent of the chickens developed antibodies to the virus—meaning they had been bitten by 
an infected mosquito—but none died as a result. Because chickens develop antibodies to the virus, 
they are being used as sentinels to monitor for the presence of infected mosquitoes in high-risk areas 
(e.g., eastern Pennsylvania). There is some evidence that waterfowl may be more susceptible to the 
virus than chickens or turkeys, but the susceptibility of gamebirds is unknown at this time. 

What actions have been taken in Pennsylvania? 

The Pennsylvania Department of Health, in cooperation with the Department of Agriculture, Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Protection, and several other state agencies, has established a surveillance 
program for West Nile virus. This program involves placing and testing sentinel poultry for antibodies 
to West Nile virus; trapping and testing mosquitoes; testing fresh, dead crows for the virus; examining 
brain tissue from horses that died from encephalitis; monitoring equine sera for antibodies; and 
evaluating encephalitis cases in people. 

Sentinel poultry are to be placed at 80 sites, primarily in the eastern part of the state. These chickens, 
which are kept three to a cage at each site, will be bled and tested weekly for antibodies to the virus. 

Note that these chickens are of no risk to animals or people, including handlers and 
consumers; this is, in fact, why chickens are being used. 

Producers, service people, and veterinarians are being asked to submit to a diagnostic laboratory any 
mammalian or avian species that may show encephalitic signs (including trembling, paralysis, 
convulsions, and abnormal positioning of the head).

Sunday, September 24 th , 2000 


Dear A.P.A. officers and directors: 

Enclosed you will find the materials for the Officer’s and Director’s meeting in Canada 
next month. I am running a few days late getting this in the mail as some of you were 
late getting your input to me. But you should have this packet in plenty of time to study 
the items calling for discussion and/or decision. 

Our family has experienced major problems since I wrote you on the morning of August 
15 lh , and they are ongoing problems that have led to my decision not attend the annual in 
Woodstock next month. I am in my 11 lh year on the board. This will be the first 
convention I have missed in that 11 years, but it can’t be helped. Family needs have to 
come first. 

Here is a little background. Six months ago my father-in-law was diagnosed with acute 
leukemia. Because of age and health issues the decision was made that the only 
treatment he would receive would be blood transfusions. Those continue to grow closer 
and closer together and soon will do no good at all.

Over the next day and a halfhe was 
given 5 pints of blood and finally stabilized. My mother-in-law is not in good health so 
we are spending a lot of time in Waco trying to help with meeting their needs. Add to 
that, our son has been struggling with bi-polar disorder, first the manic phase and then the 
depression phase. The day before we were to leave for Montreal he came home from 
Indiana where he was working in a deep depression. We were able to get him into a 
psychiatrist the next day who ordered a three day evaluation and got treatment started. He 
is doing better at this point, but their family has been living with us since that time till he 
can get back on his feet. Needless to say, we did not get to go to Montreal and lost our 
shirt financially ($275 room deposit, etc.). So that is where we are as of today. Our 
bucket is full right now dealing with family problems. We need and would appreciate 
your prayers. 

So, I have and am doing the best I can to get everything ready for you to carry on at 
Woodstock. Vi will not be there as well. She had major back surgery September 5* (8 
hours) that was a lot more involved than what doctors had anticipated. He' recovery is 
going much slower than expected. She is just now able to be up a little using a walker. 

So some of you will be filling in for us at Woodstock, and I am sure will do a good job. 

Many thanks for your understanding with our situation and for you help in making our 
national in Canada a big success. Troy, Paul and their crew have worked really hard to 
make this a great show' and convention. Danny Padgett, as our A.P.A. vice president, 
will be in charge of our board meeting and the general membership meeting, with full 
authority to make whatever decisions need to be made at this convention

Thanks for your e-mail of August 30. For about 50 reasons, mostly poultry 
related, I haven't been able to reply until today. 

It's always a pleasure to hear from someone who is interested in Partridge 
Rocks. 

You have surely zeroed in on two of the big problems with Partridge Rocks: 

(1) getting a vibrant, intense red in the males and (2) maintaining good 
Rock size. About ten years ago, after I introduced some new blood in my 
line, males with orange in the hackle started to appear even though it was 
not in the new bird. I think I’ve just about gotten rid of the orange in my 
line, although it's been years since I have shown a male bird. I've never 
really had too much of a problem with size—thank goodness. 

Female partridge rocks are, of course, the most beautiful chicken there 
is—and I love to show them. There's nothing quite like a two-year old hen 
that's laying and that's in perfect feather. Even people who don't care much 
for Rocks are stopped in their tracks when they pass a show cage with such a 
bird in it. I especially like it when, as they're being judged, the female 
Rocks start to sing and carry on as they will before they lay an egg. At the 
Eastern New Yo.k show at Cobleskill a couple of years ago, I had a Partridge 
Rock pullet that was Champion American. As the judges started their pacing 
back and forth prior to picking the show champions, my pullet started to 
sing and strut her stuff in the show cage. What a sight! Not only did she 
become Champion Standard but also Grand Champion of the Show. Within minutes 
of having been so named, the pullet sat down in the middle of the cage and 
laid an egg. It was a wonderful moment. My birds always lay a lot of eggs, 
which a Plymouth Rock should do, of course. If they're fed and housed 
properly, you really don't have to do much to show them. 

Hope you can make it to the Bloomsburg auction on October 14th. Membership 
in the Central Pennsylvania Avian Club is $10 a year (which gets you at 
least 10 club newsletters a year). I'll send you a couple of the recent 
issues later today or tomorrow. Members who join at this point in the year 
are listed as members for the coining year. 

My numbers in Partrtidge Rocks are down this year, mostly because I lost 
about 20 very nice half-grown young birds in the early summer. We’ll see. 
Maybe I'll have a few.

FANTASTIC AND AWESOME 
H.V."Ken"Cooke 


The first double sanctioned poultry show presented by North Iowa Poultry 
Association and RBR Poultry Club on September 16-17,2000 is now history. 
Tireless work by the two co-superintendents, laid back Roger Meyer a quiet 
dependable leader, and promoter-extrodinaire Bart Pals combined for a 
successful show. 

Pals knowledge, skills and abilities parallel those of West Coast promoter 
Jim Adkii.s with whom I am familiar. Enthusiasm, confidence, a visionary, 
reso ircefulness, aggressiveness, are their characteristics and both are 
willing leaders. For instance, it was noted that Pals makes frequent use of 
the phrase 'Fantastic and Awesome", as does Adkins. By comparison, my 
tendency is to lump things together with the word "good". Use of the phrase 
"Fantastic and Awesome" can become infectious in a positive way even though 

overstates an event or observation. 

Why have a double sanctioned poultry show? There may be different reasons 
depending on whom one asks. An exhibitor receives two opinions for each bird 
exhibited. Two chances to win are presented. More APA, ABA and/or breed club 
points can be earned in one day, less travel time, and expenses are incurred 
than if two exhibitions are made in different geographic areas. Benefits to 
poultry clubs may be accrued from larger entries and reduced building rental 
expenses. These are just a few of the possible benefits that come to mind. 

A double sanctioned show is not a brand new phenomenon. Rabbit shows are 
frequently double sanctioned and have been for many years. In Montana the 
Montana State Fair poultry show and a club sponsored show have been held on 
back to back days for the past five years as poultry shows are few and far 
between in Big Sky Country. The double sanctioned set-up presents opportunity 
exhibitors would not otherwise experience. 

The Iowa double sanctioned show brought out an estimated 900+ birds for show 




one and considerable less for show number two. My opinion is that higher- 
numbers and quality of large fowl and waterfowl were exhibited in Iowa than 
in 

many West Coast state shows, exclusive of California and the Waterfowl Expo. 

The Cochin National Meet was a highlight and brought out many top-notch birds 
in Black, White, and Buff Cochin bantams plus Buff Cochin large fowl. 
Fantastic and Awesome! 

Bart Pals stressed that a key for the judges was to be honest and show 
integrity. Closed coop tags were used. The second tag was stapled in the 
center over Tag#l. The second judging places of each judge were placed 
without judge #2 's knowledge of what judge #1 placings were. 

An East Coast judge and a West Coast judge were hired along with popular 
judges Terry Britt and Dr. Bill Patterson. For the most part placings were 
relatively similar. 

MapBlast (everyone needs a little direction in life) indicates that driving 
from Carbondale, Pa to Mason City, Iowa for Judge S. Robert Powell would be 
1137 miles and estimated travel time would take 17 hours. Salem, Oregon 
travel to Mason City would be 1,867 miles and 26-1/2 hours travel time. 
Judging perception was therefore coast to coast. 

Some of my observations and perspectives from my point of view follow: 

• Just before judging was to begin a smiling and enthusiastic lady made a 
quick and forceful approach to where the four judges were standing. Never 
fear it was a lady named Pat Lacey who gave Judge Terry Britt a warm hug, 
which brought out a nice pink hue to Britt's face. 

• Later a tall hombre approached me with a small and low crowned baseball cap 
with the message, "Here fishy,fishy". "Do you know who I am?" I didn't. It 
was Tim Hooker of Black Cochin bantam fame! We had met at a Washington show 
several years ago when he modeled a wide brimmed Australian style hat. (Here 
fishy,fishy??) 

• Reynold Loecker introduced himself. He had purchased chicks some years ago 
and we also had traded chicks. One of his SCRIR's won for him. Good type, 
good color, and frequently showed a lOdegree tail angle. 

• Charles Fredericks of Verdigre, NE came forward to shake my hand and said 
he 

wanted to meet me. Some years ago he bought chicks from me. They never 
arrived; must have gone to Mars. The Post Office Express tracking system 
could not locate them. We wonder what happened. A subsequent shipment 
arrived in good shape. 

• Tom Gudahl provided good and enthusiastic conversation. He had thought I 
might place his White Leghorn bantams higher than they were placed since I'm 
a 

Leghorn man. Wrong. Being sometimes recognized as associated with that breed 
there comes a more critical eye! 

• Larry Peterson approached with a warm handshake and welcome to the area. 
This was much appreciated. 

• Bill Patterson willingly expressed comments and opinions. We discussed his 
frustrations in locating 10 acres so he could raise birds, and even then 
experienced frustrations with a disturbed neighbor. Unknown to me he watched 
as I handled Rosecomb bantams in the show he did not judge. He observed that 
his three pullets refused to pose no matter what, given every opportunity. 













• Roger VanderPloeg shared much about his activities with piglets, caring for 
1,000, and how the industry works. He picked us up at our motel, stopped at 
vacant lots growing something. Soybeans! Explained what takes place, 
harvest, etc. Soybeans and growing right in town was an interesting project 
to see. 

• I enjoyed discussing the placings of the Egyptian Geese with Don Roscoe and 
the judging was completed. We seldom see that many Egyptian Geese on the West 
Coast. Thank you Don for your tips and opinions. 

• East Coast - West Coast: S.Robert Powell and I shared many opinions about 
the hobby, breeding problems and judging. Years ago he was steeped in 
academia, teaching at the university level and later migrated to Wall Street 
in New York City. He eventually gained partnership with Salomon Brothers. 
After a dozen years he left the firm, to their surprise, and returned to his 
roots in PA raising Partridge Rock Large Fowl, Narragansett Turkeys, Guinees 
and some other fowl. 

• After 21 years. Bob Coultrer approached me and I was sorry I did not 
recognize him. It was 21 years ago at the Apache Plaza Show; I was showing 
and won at the White Leghorn National in Minneapolis. Bob and Gloria rescued 
us at the show conclusion when our assigned driver could not deliver because 
of health problems. 

• When all judging was long ago completed, Tim Hooker let me handle two of 
his 

Black Cochin cockerels which placed 1 - 2 at the first show, and 2 - 1 at the 
second show. How would I place them he asked? I discussed forward tilt, foot 
feathering, strength of wings, cushion, feather quality, green sheen, wing 
carriage, combs, and the "Mark of Caskey". Finally, I guessed they were 
brothers and it was a dead heat. Right on, full brothers he said! 

• I introduced myself to Pat Lacey during coop out time. She was patient, 
answered my questions. I observed that she had great depth of quality in her 
White Cochin bantams, one through four in one class and not a poor one 
although I did not judge the cochins. 

• And there were many more. But what I want to say is the people were 
Fantastic and Awesome! 

A few days later my wife and I had business in Portland, Oregon. We had lunch 
at our favorite Chinese restaurant. The food was superb, ambiance excellent, 
sunshine through the windows. Our waitress, looked about 16 to me (my wife 
said mid 20's), displayed multiple earrings, one nose ring, and funky 
upright-every-which-way porcelain blondish hair. In response to her question, 
"How was everything?" I remembered the Iowa shows and blurted "Fantastic and 
Awesome"! It brought a twinkle to her eyes, a smile, a forward tilt to her 
head and she gave the unmistakable thumbs up sign.

PA birds must also be vaccinated for Laryngotracheitis no less than thirty days or more than one year prior to show 
date. Included is the Commonwealth of PA, Department of Agriculture, Bureau of Animal Industry form “Official Owner 
Endorsed Poultry Certificate for All Exhibition Poultry, VO-AG, 4-H and Commercial Types", please complete and include 
with your entry. This form is necessary for auction birds also. 

► Birds are entered at the sole risk of the owners. The show management will exercise precaution to prevent accident, loss 
or damage to your birds, but will not be responsible should these things occur. Birds showing evidence of illness will not 
be allowed to be shown; sick birds discovered after coop-in will be removed from the show hall. 


Juniors: 

- Exhibitors age 18 and under will be eligible for Junior awards ONLY if the Y in JUNIOR box is circled on the entry form.

The quality of the birds at the Bloomsburg Fair in r -s very

(and me, too) are willing to risk putting their birds among some of the

that show up in the cages at the big fairs. 

I agreed to show 16 turkeys at this year's Bloomsburg Fair only because I 
knew they would be outside and away from any possible health dangers inside 
the building. I won't show turkeys there again, however. I took a day off 
from work so that I could get the birds into their cages on Friday; I drove 
over 400 miles at the beginning and the end of the Fair to show the 
turkeys—and, in payment, I received $80 from the Fair for having shown the 
turkeys. Is that any way for a Fair to encourage exhibitors to show their 
birds? 

When I walked the aisles of the poultry building at this year's Bloomsburg 
Fair, I was appalled by the condition of most of the birds on display. The 
birds that caught my eye during my walk through the building (the 16 
Buff Catalanas, the Light Sussex, the good-sized Salmon Faverolles, the 
Buckeyes, and the Golden-Penciled Hamburgs) did so, for the most part, 
because they are breeds and varieties 
that one rarely sees in the club shows. 

The new superintendent of the poultry building at the Bloomsburg Fair, Todd 
Lehmann, is also bothered by the poor show condition of most of the birds 
entered 

in the Fair—and he would like to do something about it. 

He and his wife stopped at the CPAC show on Sunday, October 15th, and had a 
look at the show. He remarked: "What a difference in the quality of the 
birds here today and those in the Bloomsburg Fair!"

What he would like to do is to get exhibitors such as you and me and 
lots of other breeders to show 15-20 birds in the Fair and not have to rely 
on stringmen and their shopworn (and sometimes sick) birds at 
Fair time. 


It s a difficult situation. The Fair needs the stringmen (to fill the cages) 
but the Fair wants quality (and healthy birds) . I don't know how you solve 
the problem. If Todd could get 20 or 25 of us to commit to showing 15-20 
birds (in top show condition) at the Fair, he would not have to 
rely on the stringmen. 

I 11 be happy to pass on to Todd Lehmann and the Bloomsburg Fair directors 
any thoughts that you might have on how to solve this problem. 

How well I remember that wonderful day, many years ago, when I was stopped 
in my tracks by the beautiful Black Orpingtons that you showed at the 
BJ oomsburg Fair. I still have the same bloodline. 

In recent years, I have apparently made some poor decisions in choosing 
breeders—but the raw materials are still there. I think I now know what my 
mistake was. This coming spring, I will (I hope) get back on the track again 
and raise some first-class Black Orpingtons. Maybe I'll get real lucky this 


I won't see you at York. I wish I could be there—it's always a nice show. 
That weekend, however, I will judge at the Boston show.

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From the Director 

On the Road and Having a Good Time 

Last weekend it was the Bloomsburg (Central Pennsylvania Avian Club) auction 
and show, both of which went very nicely. Bloomsburg is my local poultry club— 
and we all know what that means: work, work, work. Karen Porr was the show 
secretary. The show was judged by Paul Kroll, Rick Hare, and the Rev. Roland 
Romig. A complete report on the Bloomsburg show and auction will be published 
here very soon. 

In the meantime, it’s time to pack again, this time for the APA National in 
Woodstock, Ontario, Canada this coming weekend. On my way to Canada, I will 
stop in Syracuse and enter 10 Narragansett turkeys in the Yankee Classic. Mark 
Whitebread and I will then continue on to Canada. We will return to Syracuse on 
Sunday morning. I’m looking forward to this trip, especially the APA meetings in 
Canada. 

As soon as I get back from Canada, 1 will make final preparations for a trip to New 
York on Tuesday afternoon, October 24 lh . On the following day, Wednesday, 
October 25 th , I—and several of my birds—will appear on the Today show on NBC, 
probably between 0 and 9:30 A.M. This appearance has been arrange by Stephen 
Green-Armytage whose book. Extraordinary Chickens, has just beer, ublished by 
Harry N. Abrams, Inc. This is a remarkable book, with 176 full-color plates of 
exhibition chickens. This should be a wonderful opportunity to acquaint millions 
of viewers with the extraordinary birds that interest those of us who are involved 
with exhibition poultry. 

Garden State Show 

A very nice show on a beautiful autumn day! Cathy and Danny Tindall were in 
charge. Elton Minnich, Rick Porr, and I judged the show. The Champion Standard 


was a Single Ccmb Rhode Island Red pullet (shown by Larry Conroy); the 
Champion Bantam was a Blue Old English Game cockerel (shown by Ben 
Bensinger); the Champion Waterfowl was a Grey Call young duck (shown by 
Basil Smith); the Reserve Champion Standard was a Black Cochin pullet (shown 
by C. William Ryan); the Reserve Champion Bantam was a Dark Cornish hen 
(shown by Cathy and Danny Tindall). 

1 judged all the standards and the single-comb clean-legged bantams. Among the 
many noteworthy birds that were in the classes that I judged were four standard 
Partridge Cochin pullets, about six standard Black Ameraucanas, about a dozen 
standard Single Comb Rhode Island Reds, about 100 Dutch bantams, and some 
very nice bantam Speckled Sussex, New Hampshires, and Rhode Island Reds. I 
didn’t have enough time to really look at the waterfowl, but my impression is that 
there were a lot of very nice birds—especially geese—in the waterfowl classes. 

A group of about 50 people had dinner together at the King’s Buffet—which is a 
wonderful place to eat. It’s one of those buffet restaurants where there are 
hundreds of different things to eat. Most of us, of course, overate. 

Those exhibitors and show officials who were staying at the Ramada Inn at 
Flemington had a big surprise in the middle of the night. A fire broke out at about 

2 AM. in the restaurant part of the motel complex and it was not until about 3:30 
A.M. that motel guests were allowed to return to their rooms. 

At the Garden State show, I learned, from the APA New Jersey state 
representative, Arlene Sliker, that former ABA secretary, Eleanor Vinhage, is not 
enjoying good health at present. I’m sure that Eleanor would enjoy receiving a 
"thinking of you"/get well card from her many friends in the exhibition poultry 
fancy. I’m not exactly sure where Gus and Eleanor Vinhage are living at present, 
so, when I sent a card to Eleanor, I sent it to her in care of the ABA: Post Office 
Box 127, Augusta, NJ 07822. I’m sure that Karen Unrath (the Vinhage’s daughter) 
will make sure that Eleanor gets her mail. 

Congratulations Evy Avery! 

At the Call duck breeders’ national meet at Janesville, WI (Wisconsin International 
Club show) on September 23-24, Evy Avery showed a White Call young drake 
that was not only Best Call Duck but also Champion Waterfowl and Reserve 
Champion Bantam of the show. This is a real feather in the cap for Evy, for the 
state of New York, and for District 2! Congratulations Evy! 

In her e-mail to me of September 29, Evy reported:" It [the win] was a bit of a 
surprise. The competition was stiff. There were approximately 179 Calls, including 


the junior class. There were 112 White Calls. To tell the truth, I don’t know how 
many exhibitors in the waterfowl classes, but I do know they came from as far as 
New York, Colorado, and Kansas. There were 93 open show exhibitors and 45 
juniors, for a total entry of over 1,600 birds. It was a beautifully run show, housed 
in three buildings. The show was single-tiered and wonderfully well lighted. I had 
Best Call on a White young drake and RV on a White old drake. The BB drake 
went on to win Champion Waterfowl and Reserve Champion Bantam of the show. 

I also was lucky enough to win Best Display of the show. Lewis Cunningham 
judged the waterfowl." 

Roger and Della Davis traveled to Wisconsin for this show with Evy Avery. Della 
was bcm in Janesville and the Davis’ have family members who live near the Rock 
County fairgrounds, where the poultry show takes place. In and e-mail of 
September 26, Roger reported: "I entered Langshan bantams [in the Wisconsin 
show] only to discover no one in the midwest raises or shows them. It was 
disappointing not to have them go up against some competition.. . 1 had the 
pleasure of meeting Kimberly Theadore, who is doing research on genetics and 
hatching problems along with poultry diseases and prevention. She had an article 
in the September issue of Poultry Press and has consented to write a monthly 
column, which I feel will be very interesting and informative. She is breeding some 
very impressive d’Uccles." 

Cobleskill Show 

The Cobleskill show (Eastern New York Poultry Association) on September 24 
was a very nice experience. Bob Anke and I rode up to the show together. The 
Schoharie valley from Binghamtor to Cobleskill is beautiful, especially at this time 
of year, when the leaves are beginning to turn. 

There were 914 birds (621 bantams, 139 standards, and 154 waterfowl) in the 
show, which Jerry Yeaw, Rick Hare, Earl Van Wormer, and I judged. Jamie Matts 
and Everett Foland were the show officials—and they did a great job. Everything 
went very smoothly. The awards ceremony was under the direction of Ted 
Schwabrow, whose engaging personality and charm make the Cobleskill awards 
ceremony very memorable. 

I don’t have a copy of the list of exhibitors (hut I do know that there were 82 in all, 
including juniors), so I am not sure who showed the winning birds, but I can report 
here, provisionally, what those birds were: Standards: Golden-Penciled Hamburg 
hen. Single Comb Light Brown Leghorn hen. Black Langshan pullet. Brown Red 
Old English Game pullet, New Hampshire hen. Black Australorp hen, and Phoenix 
female. Bantams: Black-Breasted Red Modem Game cock. White Call duck 






Silver-Laced Wyandotte cock, Single-Comb Rhode Island Red cock. Black 
Sumatra hen. Black Cochin cock, Wheaten Old English Game cock. As soon as I 
can get a complete list of the show winners, I will post that list on this webpage. 

History-Making Show in Iowa 

The weekend of September 16-17, it was my pleasure to judge, along with Ken 
Cooke, Bill Patterson and Terry Britt, the first-ever double-sanctioned exhibition 
poultry show in America. The show was sponsored by the North Iowa Poultry 
Association and the RBR club in Mason City, IA. Roger and Linda Meyer and Bart 
and Jody Pals were the show managers. 

The 42 open-show and 15 junior exhibitors in the show had the option of entering 
their birds in one or both of the shows. Many, but not all, exhibitors entered their 
birds in both shows. Two different sets of judges evaluated the birds. After one of 
the sets of judges had completed their evaluations of the birds in the NIPA show, 
for example, the NIPA coop tags were covered with coop tags for the RBR show, 
and the second set of judges evaluated the birds. 

As the judging proceeded and exhibitors began to compare the placings of the two 
sets of judges, it became clear that in a large number, but not all, cases the same 
two birds were chosen as the two best birds in a given class by the two different 
judges. 

In some instances, the two different judges chose the same bird as class champion. 
In other instances, what one judge named class champion was named class reserve 
champion by the second judge, and vice versa. 

In other instances, the two judges chose entirely different birds—which is fine and 
which serves to illustrate the point that professional poultry judging is an art. It is, 
in other words, nothing more than one person’s considered opinion, based on 
specific and objective criteria, of the birds in a given class at the time they were 
judged. 

There vere no less than two positive and significant consequences of this double- 
sancfioned format. There was, first of all, a high degree of interest in the judging 
by the exhibitors and show management all day long. As soon as the American 
class, for example, had been judged by the second judge, the exhibitors began to 
compare the placings of the two judges for that class. This comparison of the 
placings of the two different judges took place for all classes all day long. 

Secondly, those exhibitors with the winning birds earned extra starred wins or 
master exhibitor points by having their birds judged twice, by two different judges. 


on the same day, in the same show hall, at two sanctioned shows. 

I’m sure that the other three judges of the show will agree with me when I say that 
special thanks are due to Art Reiber (I A), Roger Meyer (IA), Reynold Loecker 
(SD), and Lee Her* (MN) not only for serving as the clerks for the two sets of 
judges but also for. ,mg it clear to everyone all day icng exactly what was being 
judged, when, and by whom. Lee and Art are both in the apprentice judge program 
and will surely join the ranks of licensed poultry judges one day soon. 

When all was said and done, exhibitors, show managers, and judges all agreed that 
the N1PA/RBR double-sanctioned show was not only an unqualified success but 
also an interesting and enjoyable experience and one worth repeating. 

Additional Comments from the District Director 

The Northern New York Poultry Fanciers fall show took place on September 17 in 
the arena at Waddington. As soon as I have details on this show, I will post them 
on this webpage. 

Based on my involvement with the poultry shows at several county and state fairs 
this past summer, it appears to me that there are a lot of new people around who 
are interested in showing poultry. My guess is that this is because more and more 
people are moving into rural areas and getting their feet on the earth and 
establishing contact with the natural world. Raising and showing poultry, as we all 
know, is a very good way to do that. 

All this is good news for the exhibition poultry hobby, and all of us who are now 
exhibition poultry people have an obligation to do everything we can to help out, 
guide, and educate these new poultry enthusiasts. The hobby’s future depends on 
it. Do your part to guarantee that the exhibition poultry hobby will be an option for 
those who come after us. 

Special thanks to Shelby Harrington for taking over the duty of APA Delaware 
state representative from Norman Hillenbrand, who phoned me in midsummer to 
say that he is planning to move back to Pennsylvania and suggested that I appoint a 
new APA Delaware representative. Shelby Harrington and his family are key 
figures in exhibition poultry in Delaware, as you know, and in recent yea -> ttfe 
Harringtons, together with a core group of Delmarva club members, have br ’he 
Delmarva show into one of the major eastern poultry shows. 

And speaking of major shows, congratulations to John Pierce, the coordinator for 
the inaugural Yankee Classic on October 21-22 This show is sponsored and 
supported by a consortium of seven New York poultry and pigeon clubs: Buffalo 


and Western New York Poultry Association, Central New Yoik Pigeon Club, 
Eastern New York Poultry Fanicers’ Association, Northern New York Poultry 
Fanciers’ Association, Rip Van Winkle Poultry Association, Rochester Poultry 
Association, and the Twin Tier Poultry Club. 

The judges for the Yankee Classic are Rick Porr, Art Rochette, Dwight Scott, and 
Jerry Yeaw. The show is in memory of Alex Duffy (1900-1999)—see Paul Kroll’s 
article on Alex Duffy on pages 378-82 in the 2000 APA Yearbook. 

The Yankee Classic is an important step forward for exhibition poultry in District 
2. It’s a wonderful example of what can be accomplished when we all work 
together. It’s good for District 2—and it’s good for the APA. 

The fall show season, as you know, is now underway. It began in District 2 with 
the Twin Tier Poultry Club show at Bath, New York on September 10, and the 
Northern New York show on September 17. Coming up are all of these shows in 
District 2: Eastern New York (September 24), Garden State (September 
30/October 1), Rochester (September 30/October 1), Bloomsburg (October 14-15), 
the Yankee Classic (October 21-22), Uniontown (October 20-21), York (October 
28-29), and Frederick (November 4-5). I can hardly wait. 

And don’t forget the APA National in Woodstock, Ontario, Canada on October 21- 
22. That will be an especially busy weekend for me, as I will travel to Syracuse on 
Friday the 20 lh and enter some birds in the Yankee Classic and then travel, with 
Mark Whitebread, to the APA National in Canada and stay there until early 
Sunday morning, at which time we will head back to Syracuse and spend the day at 
the Yankee Classic. 

The APA state representatives for District 2 for 2000-01 are Kay St Amour (MD), 
Shelby Harrington (DE), Arlene Sliker (NJ), Roger F. Davis (NY), and the Rev. 
Roland Romig (PA). If there are things on your mind that you would like to see 
brought to the attention of the entire Board of Directors and/or the national officers 
of the APA, contact your state representative or me and we will make sure that 
your concerns are aired before the appropriate APA national officials. If there is 
something that you would like to see on the agenda for the meeting of the APA’s 
Board of Directors on October 20, contact me as soon as possible. 

The APA belongs to the members as a whole and the APA can be anything its 
members want it to be. So, speak up. The higher the level of involvement and 
participation in the organization by the membership, the stronger the APA will be.

It was an easy drive and we passed through some 
very beautiful farmland in upstate New York. In a world in which the family farm 
is rapidly disappearing (especially in northeastern Pennsylvania), it’s reassuring to 
see lots of such farms. And the size of many of the dairy farms we passed is 
astonishing. Cornfields several hundred acres in sizes are not uncommon in upstate 
New York. And there don’t appear to be any stones in the fields. Very beautiful. 

We arrived at Hamburg with about five minutes to spare. I got my birds in their 
cages and cleaned them up and then set up the APA table. Lots of people stopped 
by which was very pleasant. Many APA members have never seen the complete 
line of books and poultry-related items that the APA has for sale. 

The poultry show took place in the Grange Building on the fairgrounds at 
Hamburg The building is very nice. The cages were all single-tiered and the aisles 
were very wide Champions’ row was set up in the center of the building. Curtis 
Oakes and C. Darrel Sheraw judged all the birds. As soon as 1 get the list of show 
winners from Rick Hare and Joel Henning, the show secretaries, I’ll post it on this 
webpage. 





I do know that the Champion Standard was a beautiful Black Langshan hen shown 
by Sue Myers of Chittenango, NY. With her win on Black Langshans at this show. 
Sue Myers now has 100 master exhibitor points on Black Langshans and will be 
named by the APA a Grand Master Exhibitior of Black Langshans. 

Bloomsburg show 

A two-day event. Very large poultry auction on Saturday; poultry show on Sunday. 
The auction was run by the Rev. Roland Romig and his very skilled auction team. 
Karen Porr was the secretary for the poultry show and she did a great job. The 
prizes awarded to the big winners (cast iron doorstops in the shape of hens, 
engraved sterling silver spoons, rosettes, individualized certificates) were well 
received. The Central Pennsylvania Avian Club is very fortunate to be able to use 
the poultry building on the Bloomsburg fairgrounds for its show: wide aisles, good 
natural daylight. 

Cornell University "Poultry Judging School" 

A highly successful "poultry-judging seminar” was conducted by Rich Baker, Dick 
Langenbach, and me at Cornell University on Saturday, June 3. Dr. Tro V. Bui, the 
Extension Specialist in the Department of Animal Science at Cornell, organized 
the day-long event, which was attended by 20 4-H leaders, extension personnel, 
and other persons interested in learning how to set up and judge a poultry show. 
There is a lot of enthusiasm for exhibition poultry at the 4-H level in New York, 
and plans are now being made to hold a 4-H poultry show in conjunction with the 
annual poultry show at the New York State Fair. 

Uccle Belgian Bantams 

At the Buffalo and Western New York show, I ran into Dick and Thola Waldau 
(Constantia, NY) and they reported that in April they had a visit from Jean-Paul 
van der Stricht from Uccle, Belgium. As many people know, the Waldaus are 
among the leading breeders and exhibitors of Uccle Belgians in America. Mr. van 
der Stricht, who is 80 years old, was accompanied by his grandson and a cousin 
(who is 6 feet 10 inches tall) from Rochester. Mr. van der Stricht, like the Waldaus, 
raises Porcelain Belgians and was very impressed with the color of the Waldaus 
Porcelains. ( Dick Waldau: "To maintain good Porcelain color, I mate the 
Porcelains back on Millies.") American Uccle Belgian bantams, Mr. van der 
Stricht reported, are bigger than the Belgian birds, but not as big as Uccle Belgian 
bantams in Germany. Mr. van der Stricht reported that the Waldaus have the 
largest flock of Uccle Belgians that he has ever seen. (Dick Waldau: "We raise a 
lot, but we cull hard. We raised 60 Uccle cockerels but saved only 8 of them ") 

In the course of my visit with Dick and Thola Waldau, I learned that Dick, who 


graduated from high school in 1951, has been a carpenter for 50 years. It’s not 
surprising, then, that Dick Waldau makes- and sells—such beautiful poultry 
carrying cases. 

Colored Dorkings 

The April 2000 issue of the newsletter of The Dorking Club of North America 
(937-885-4183, ieannine@lorenz.coin ~) carries an interesting article titled "Color 
Breeding Colored Dorkings." Colored Dorkings are known to the British as Dark 
Dorkings. Colored is a version of the duckwing pattern and differs from the Silver- 
Gray and the Red patterns in Dorkings in that in the males there is a black stripe in 
the saddle and hackle feathers; in the females the head and neck are black with 
straw shafting. 




Bloomsburg Fair 

(Bloomsburg, PA, September 23—October 1, 2000) 

Every cage in the poultry building was filled. Ten of thousands of spectators 
passed through the building on the days that I was there. At last year’s fair, over 
700,000 people visited the fair which, 1 learned from Todd Lehmann 
(Superintendent of Poultry) is the 23 rd largest fair in the United States. The 22 fairs 
that are larger are all state fairs—and the Bloomsburg Fair is a county fair! 

The Champion Standard Male was a Black Langshan cock that was shown by 
Kenneth Merrill; the Champion Standard Female was a Single Comb White

Dear A.P.A. officers and directors: 

Enclosed you will find the materials for the Officer’s and Director’s meeting in Canada 
next month. I am running a few days late getting this in the mail as some of you were 
late getting your input to me. But you should have this packet in plenty of time to study 
the items culling for discussion and/or decision. 

Our family has experienced major problems since I wrote you on the morning of August 
15 lh , and they are ongoing problems that have led to my decision not attend the annual in 
Woodstock next month. I am in my 1 l lh year on the board. This will be the first 
convention I have missed in that 11 years, but it can’t be helped. Family needs have to 
come first. 

Here is a little background. Six months ago my father-in-law was diagnosed with acute 
leukemia. Because of age and health issues the decision was made that the only 
treatment he would receive would be blood transfusions. Those continue to grow closer 
and closer together and soon will do no good at all. But only the Lord knows if that time 
element is going to be two weeks, two months, or how long. On Tuesday evening (8/15) 
before we were to leave for Montreal on Thursday (8/17) he was hospitalized in Waco 
(100 miles south of Ft. Worth) and nearly died Over the next day and a half he was 
given 5 pints of blood and finally stabilized. My mother-in-law is not in good health so 
we are spending a lot of time in Waco trying to help with meeting their needs. Add to 
that, our son has been struggling with bi-polar disorder, first the manic phase and then the 
depression phase. The day before we were to leave for Montreal he came home from 
Indiana where he was working in a deep depression. We were able to get him into a 
psychiatrist the next day who ordered a three day evaluation and got treatment started. He 
is doing better at this point, but their family has been living with us since that time till he 
can get back on his feet. Needless to say, we did not get to go to Montreal and lost our 
shirt financially ($275 room deposit, etc.). So that is where we are as of today. Our 
bucket is full right now dealing with family problems. We need and would appreciate 
your prayers. 

So, I have and am doing the best 1 can to get everything ready for you to carry on at 
Woodstock. Vi will not be there as well. She had major back surgery September 5 !h (8 
hours) that was a lot more involved than what doctors had anticipated. Her recovery is 
going much slower than expected. She is just now able to be up a little using a walker. 

So some of you will be filling in for us at Woodstock, and I am sure will do a good job. 

Many thanks for your understanding with our situation and for you help in making our 
national in Canada a big success. Troy, Paul and their crew have worked really hard to 
make this a great show and convention. Danny Padgett, as our A.P.A. vice president, 
will be in charge of our board meeting and the general membership meeting, with full 
authority to make whatever decisions need to be made at this convention.

Exhibition Poultry on Today show 

A new book on exhibition poultry. Extraordinary Chickens , has just been 
published by Harry Abrams, Inc The author of the book, Stephen Green- 
Armytage, contacted Arlene Sliker (New Jersey state rep for the APA) and asked 
her to put him in touch with sotreone who had a variety of exhibition poultry and 
who would be willing to take lose birds to New York and appear with them on the 
Today show. Arlene put Stephen Green-Armytage in contact with me. 

The Today show segment was arranged by the book’s publisher in order to 
promote the book. The live birds were the visual aids for the segment. 

I drove to New York on e afternoon of October 24 lh and drove directly to the 
NBC studio on West 47 Street.

At 6 A.M. on t 1 25 th , Stephen and I were introduced to Katie Couric and Matt 
Lauer. There rs a run-through of the poultry segment at that time. Stephen and I 
then went ir the Green Room and waited for our turn to go on the air. It was, I 
must say, \ y exciting to watch all the behind-the-scenes activity that goes on for 
the daily day show broadcast. At one moment, for example, I was talking to 
Matt in t> Green Room. Two minutes laier, he was on the air, talking with another 
guest ut retirement planning for senior citizens. 



The poultry segment went very well. Matt Lauer talked mostly with Stephen 
Green-Armytage about the book. I was in change of the chickens and put them into 
the hands of Matt and Stephen at the appropriate times. The chickens "performed" 
well and were a big hit with everyone. It was a wonderful five-minute segment 
during which exhibition poultry were presented in a very positive and interesting 
light. There will. I’m sure, be many positive consequences of the broadcast for 
exhibition poultry. 

The publisher of the book paid for my hotel (the Shoreham on West 55 th Street) 
and all my transportation expenses and meals. I was treated to dinner by Stephen 
Green-Armytage at a Thai restaurant on Eighth Avenue. Everyone at NBC was 
very nice to me and very interested in the birds. It was a very memorable 
experience. 

Garden State Show 

September 30—October 1. A very nice show on a beautiful autumn day! Cathy and 
Danny Tindall were in charge. Elton Minnich, Rick Porr, and 1 judged the show. 
The Champion Standard was a Single Comb Rhode Island Red pullet (shown by 
Larry Conroy); the Champion Bantam was a Blue Old English Game cockerel 
(shown by Ben Bensinger); the Champion Waterfowl was a Grey Call young duck 
(shown by Basil Smith); the Reserve Champion Standard was a Black Cochin 
pullet (shown by C. William Ryan); the Reserve Champion Bantam was a Dark 
Cornish hen (shown by Cathy and Danny Tindall). 

1 judged all the standards and the single-comb clean-legged bantams. Among the 
many noteworthy birds that were in the classes that I judged were four standard 
Partridge Cochin pullets, about six standard Black Ameraucanas, about a dozen 
standard Single Comb Rhode Island Reds, about 100 Dutch bantams, and some 
very nice bantam Speckled Sussex, New Hampshires, and Rhode Island Reds. I 
didn’t have enough time to really look at the waterfowl, but my impression is that 
there were a lot of very nice birds—especially geese—ir, he waterfowl classes. 

A group of about 50 people had dinner together at the King’s Buffet—which is a 
wonderful place to eat. It’s one of those buffet restaurants where there are 
hundreds of different things to eat. Most of us, of course, overate. 

Those exhibitors and show officials who were staying at the Ramada Inn at 
Flemmgton had a big surprise in the middle of the night. A fire broke out at about 

2 A M. in the restaurant part of the motel complex and it was not until about 3:30 
A M. that motel guests were allowed to return to their rooms. 

At the Garden State show, I learned, from the APA New Jersey state 


representative, Arlene Sliker, that former ABA secretary, Eleanor Vinhage, is not 
enjoying good health at present. I’m sure that Eleanor would enjoy receiving a 
"thinking of you"/get well card from her many friends in the exhibition poultry 
fancy. I’m not exactly sure where Gus and Eleanor Vinhage are living at present, 
so, when I sent a card to Eleanor, I sent it to her in care of the ABA: Post Office 
Box 127, Augusta, NJ 07822. I’m sure that Karen Unrath (the Vinhage’s daughter) 
will make sure that Eleanor gets her mail. 

Bloomsburg Auction and Show 

October 14-15. The Reverend Roland Romig was the auctioneer-in-charge. 
Members of the Romig family ran the books on the auction for the Central 
Pennsylvania Avian Club, the sponsors of the event. The auction, which began at 
10 A.M. and went on until late afternoon, took place at the back of the poultry 
building. The weather was perfect: warm and sunny. The sellers all brought their 
sales birds in boxes that went with the birds when they were sold. Before the birds 
were sold they were all placed in show cages so that the buyers could see them 
clearly. Thousands of birds were sold. There were lots of Central Pennsylvania 
Avian Club members and friends of the club who helped move the birds through 
auction. 

By late in the afternoon, the show hall was completely cleaned up and the building 
was readied for the poultry show on Sunday. Karen Porr, the show secretary, had 
everything under control and by early evening the show hall was ready to receive 
the birds. 

Rick Hare, Paul Kroll, and the Rev. Roland Romig judged the show. A complete 
list of the winners of the show will be posted on this webpage in a few days. 

Yankee Fall Classic 

October 21-22. Judged by Rick Porr, Art Rochette, Dwight Scott, and Jerry Yeaw. 
There were 1,099 birds in the show, which were shown by 100 exhibitors. I 
haven’t seen the list of show winners yet, but 1 do know that Richard Hickman had 
a very good day. Two of his birds—a White Rock hen and a bantam Black 
Langshan—were among the big winners of the show. Given the fact that I had to 
be present (as a Director of the APA) at the APA National in Woodstock the same 
weekend, I wasn’t able to be at the Yankee Classic for the show, although I did 
enter 10 Narragansett turkeys in the show and put them in their cages on my way 
to Canada. On the way back from Canada, I picked up the turkeys at the end of the 
Yankee Classic. 

APA National, Woodstock, Ontario, Canada 

October 21-22. Mark Whitebread and 1 rode up to Canada together. Thanks to a 


map that we borrowed from John Rebhahan at Syracuse, we had not difficulty in 
getting to Woodstock and arrived there in good time. The APA directors meeting 
lasted most of Friday evening. I won’t try to summarize here what took place at the 
meeting—see the minutes of the meeting that will be published in the APA’s 
Winter News eft Views. 

At the request of the Rev. Roland Romig and Don Perrin, I brought up the question 
of admitting Guinea Fowl to the American Standard of Perfection. The idea was 
well received the Board and the Rev. Romig and I will initiate the preliminary 
steps in the process (produce a written standard for the varieties to be admitted; 
contact breeders who have raised Guinea Fowl for at least 5 years; set up a 
timetable for the process). The thinking at present is to focus on three for four 
varieties to start with (Pearl, White, Lavender, perhaps Coral Blue and Dundotte). 
Later on, other varieties can be admitted. If you raise Guinea Fowl and are 
interested in getting involved in this process of getting them admitted to the 
American Standard of Perfection, contact the Rev. Roland Romig or me. 

I also brought up the question of getting information on the APA webpage about 
steps that can be taken by poultry people who have to deal with zoning regulations 
and ordinances. This idea was also well received by the Board, and I will type up a 
copy of an article by Bart Pals ("Helping Poultry Breeders Raise Birds in an Urban 
Area") that was published in the 1996 APA Yearbook (pages 121-28) and forward 
an electronic copy of that article to Peter Merlin, who will upload it to the APA’s 
webpage. There is also an article ("Can I Have Pigeons Where I Live?") in Volume 
3 of the National Pigeon Association’s Quarterly Review (pp. 7-8) that will be 
referenced on the APA webpage. If you know of other information that will be 
useful in this context, please let me know. 

At the Directors’ meeting, I also nominated George Schroeder (Prompton, PA) for 
one of the APA honor/lifetime achievement awards given by the APA. Plans at 
present are to make the award at the 2001 APA semiannual meet, to be held in 
conjunction with the West Central Ohio Poultry Breeders Association show in 
Wapakoneta, OH on March 17-18, 2001. 

One hundred and thirty-three exhibitors showed 2,500 birds in the poultry show at 
Woodstock. There were a great many very beautiful birds in the show. One of the 
birds on Champions’ Row was an extraordinary Buff Brahma britam pullet that 
was shown by Steve Wojtkowiak of Elma, NY. 1 haven’t yet seen the list of the 
show champions, but it wouldn’t surprise me to learn that Steve’s Brahma was a 
big winner. 

There’s lots more to be said about this show. Stay tuned. 


York County Poultry Fanciers’ Show 

October 28-29. If I hadn’t been asked to judge at the Boston show this same 
weekend, I would have been at the York show, which is always nice. 1 haven’t yet 
been in touch with the show officials at York, but as soon as I can get details about 
this year’s show I will report on the show here. 

Boston Poultry Show 

October 28-29. Rich Hare, Forrest Hooper, the Rev. Roland Romig, and 1 judged 
this show. Rick did most of the bantams. Forrest did the Old English Game 
bantams. The Rev. Romig did all the waterfowl, and I did all the standard 
chickens. The Grand Champion of the Show was a beautiful White Wyandotte 
bantam pullet that was shown by Ernie and Rose Johnson from Belmont, ME. 
There were many rarely seen breeds and varieties of birds in this show: about a 
dozen standard and a half dozen bantam Lakenvelders (John Buffington); five 
varieties of bantam Faverolles (black, buff, blue, white, salmon) as well as 
standard Salmon and White Faverolles, all shown by Dick Boulanger of Douglas, 
MA; standard Black Javas, Partridge Chanteclers, White Chanteclers, Barred 
Hollands, Crevecoeurs, LaFleche—all shown by Bob Rhodes; nine varieties of 
turkeys (bronze, Beltsville small white, black, royal palm, sweet grass, bourbon 
red, golden palm, buff, and slate); and standard Buff Wyandottes (Warren Carlow, 
North Scituate, RI). 

The weather was beautiful at the beginning of the show, but by Saturday afternoon 
an icy wind blew in and then it started to snow. The banquet took place in a nicely 
heated building on the fairgrounds The food was very nice—and there was lots of 
it. The after-dinner program was under the direction of Ernie Durb. 

Congratulations Evy Avery! 

At the Call duck breeders’ national meet at Janesville, WI (Wisconsin International 
Club show) on September 23-24, Evy Avery showed a White Call young drake 
that was not only Best Call Duck but also Champion Waterfowl and Reserve 
Champion Bantam of the show. This is a real feather in the cap for Evy, for the 
state of New York, and for District 2! Congratulations Evy! 

In her e-mail to me of September 29, Evy reported:" It [the win] was a bit of a 
surprise. The competition was stiff. There were approximately 179 Calls, including 
the junior class. There were 112 White Calls. To tell the truth, 1 don’t know how 
many exhibitors in the waterfowl classes, but I do know they came from as far as 
New York, Colorado, and Kansas. There were 93 open show exhibitors and 45 
juniors, for a total entry of over 1,600 birds. It was a beautifully run show, housed 
in three buildings. The show was single-tiered and wonderfully well lighted. I had 


Best Call on a White young drake and RV on a While old drake. The BB drake 
went on to win Champion Waterfowl and Reserve Champion Bantam of the show. 

I also was lucky enough to win Best Display of the show. Lewis Cunningham 
judged the waterfowl." 

Roger and Della Davis traveled to Wisconsin for this show with Evy Avery. Della 
was bom in Janesville and the Davis’ have family members who live near the Rock 
County fairgrounds, where the poultry show takes place. In and e-mail of 
September 26, Roger reported: "1 entered Langshan bantams [in the Wisconsin 
show] only to discover no one in the midwest raises or shows them. It was 
disappointing not to have them go up against some competition... I had the 
pleasure of meeting Kimberly Theadore, who is doing research on genetics and 
hatching problems along with poultry diseases and prevention. She had an article 
in the September issue of Poultry Press and has consented to write a monthly 
column, which I feel will be very interesting and informative. She is breeding some 
very impressive d’Uccles." 

Cobleskill Show 

The Cobleskill show (Eastern New York Poultry Association) on September 24 
was a very nice experience. Bob Anke and 1 rode up to the show together. The 
Schoharie valley from Binghamton to Cobleskill is beautiful, especially at this time 
of year, when the leaves are beginning to turn. 

There were 914 birds (621 bantams, 139 standards, and 154 waterfowl) in the 
show, which Jerry Yeaw, Rick Hare, Earl Van Wormer, and I judged. Jamie Matts 
arid Everett Foland were the show officials—and they did a great job. Everything 
went very smoothly. The awards ceremony was under the direction of Ted 
Schwabrow, whose engaging personality and char m make the Cobleskill awards 
ceremony very memorable. 

I don’t have a copy of the list of exhibitors (but I do know that there were 82 in all, 
including juniors), so I am not sure who showed the winning birds, but I can repoit 
here, provisionally, what those birds were: Standards: Golden-Penciled Hamburg 
hen. Single Comb Light Brown Leghorn hen. Black Langshan pullet. Brown Red 
Old English Game pullet. New Hampshire hen. Black Australorp hen, and Phoenix 
female. Bantams: Black-Breasted Red Modem Game cock. White Call duck, 
Silver-Laced Wyandotte cock, Single-Comb Rhode Island Red cock. Black 
Sumatra hen. Black Cochin cock, Wheaten Old English Game cock. As soon as I 
can get a complete list of the show winners, I will post that list on this webpage. 

History-Making Show in Iowa 

The weekend of September 16-17, it was my pleasure to judge, along with Ken 


Cooke, Bill Patterson and Terry Britt, the first-ever double-sanctioned exhibition 
poultry show in America. The show was sponsored by the North Iowa Poultry 
Association and the RBR club in Mason City, I A. Roger and Linda Meyer and Bart 
and Jody Pals were the show managers. 

The 42 open-show and 15 junior exhibitors in the show had the option of entering 
their birds in one or both of the shows. Many, but not all, exhibitors entered their 
birds in both shows. Two different sets of judges evaluated the birds. After one of 
the sets of judges had completed their evaluations of the birds in the NIPA show, 
for example, the NIPA coop tags were covered with coop tags for the RBR show, 
and the second set of judges evaluated the birds. 

As the judging proceeded and exhibitors began to compare the placings of the two 
sets of judges, it became clear that in a large number, but not all, cases the same 
two birds were chosen as the two best birds in a given class by the two different 
judges. 

In some instances, the two different judges chose the same bird as class champion. 
In other instances, what one judge named class champion was named class reserve 
champion by the second judge, and vice versa. 

In other instances, the two judges chose entirely different birds—which is fine and 
which serves to illustrate the point that professional poultry judging is an art. It is, 
in other words, nothing more than one person’s considered opinion, based on 
specific and objective criteria, of the birds in a given class at the time they were 
judged. 

There were no less than two positive and significant consequences of this double- 
sanctioned format. There was, first of all, a high degree of interest in the judging 
by the exhibitors and show management all day long. As soon as the American 
class, for example, had been judged by the second judge, the exhibitors began to 
compare the placings of the two judges for that class. This comparison of the 
placings of the two different judges took place for all classes all day long. 

Secondly, those exhibitors with the winning birds earned extra starred wins or 
master exhibitor points by having their birds judged twice, by two different judges, 
on the same day, in the same show hall, at two sanctioned shows. 

I’m sure that the other three judges of the show will agree with me when 1 say that 
special thanks are due to Art Reiber (IA), Roger Meyer (IA), Reynold Loecker 
(SD), and Lee Hertling (MN) not only for serving as the clerks for the two sets of 
judges but also for making it clear to everyone all day long exactly what was being 


judged, when, and by whom. Lee and Art are both in the apprentice judge program 
and will surely join the ranks of licensed poultry judges one day soon. 

When all was said and done, exhibitors, show managers, and judges all agreed that 
the NIPA/RBR double-sanctioned show was not only an unqualified success but 
also an interesting and enjoyable experience and one worth repeating. 

Additional Comments from the District Director 

Based on my involvement with the poultry shows at several county and state fairs 
this past summer, it appears to me ihat there are a lot of new people around who 
are interested in showing poultry. .My guess is that this is because more and more 
people are moving into rural areas and getting their feet on the earth and 
establishing contact with the natural world. Raising and showing poult-y, as we all 
know, is a very good way to do that. 

All this is good news for the exhibition poultry hobby, and ad of us who are now 
exhibition poultry people have an obligation to do everything we can to help out, 
guide, and educate these new poultry enthusiasts. The hobby’s future depends on 
it. Do your part to guarantee that the exhibition poultry hobby will be an option for 
those who come after us. 

Special thanks to Shelby Harrington for taking over the duty of APA Delaware 
state representative from Charles Hillenbrand, who phoned me in midsummer to 
say that he is planning to move back to Pennsylvania and suggested that I appoint a 
new APA Delaware representative. Shelby Harrington and his family are key 
figures in exhibition poultry in Delaware, as you know, and in recent years the 
Harringtons, together with a dedicated group of Delmarva club members, have 
built the Delmarva show into one of the major eastern poultry shows. 

And speaking of major shows, congratulations to John Pierce, the coordinator for 
the inaugural Yankee Classic on October 21-22. This show was sponsored and 
supported by a consortium of seven New York poultry and pigeon clubs: Buffalo 
and Western New York Poultry Association, Central New York Pigeon Club, 
Eastern New York Poultry Fanicers’ Association, Northern New York Poultry 
Fanciers’ Association, Rip Van Winkle Poultry Association, Rochester Poultry 
Association, and the Twin Tier Poultry Club. 

The judges for the Yankee Classic were Rick Porr, Art Rochette, Dwight Scott, 
and Jerry Yeaw. The show was held in memory ot Alex Duffy (1900-1999)—see 
Paul Kroll’s article on Alex Duffy on pages 378-82 in the 2000 APA Yearbook.
